The  Board  of  Selectmen  organized  for  the  year  1965  as 
follows: 

Milton  H.  Welt,  Chairman  of  Selectmen 

Ralph  U.  Brett,  Chairman  of  Assessors 

Douglas  Rockwood,  Chm.  of  Boards  of  Health  &  Welfare 

Contracts  were  let  in  1965  to  Campanella  &  Cardi  of 
Rhode  Island  for  the  resurfacing  and  reconstruction  of  a 
portion  of  Uncle  Venies  Road,  South  Harwich,  and  it  is  plan¬ 
ned  to  complete  the  project  in  1966.  This  work  was  paid  for 
out  of  money  received  from  a  State  Bond  Issue. 

Preliminary  engineering  and  layout  work  has  continued 
toward  the  future  reconstrutcion,  under  Chapter  90,  of  Queen 
Anne  Road  from  Route  124  (Pleasant  Lake  Avenue)  easterly 
to  Route  39. 

Engineering  and  layout  work  has  also  been  done  on  Oak 
Street  from  the  new  High  School  northerly  to  Queen  Anne 
Road  in  anticipation  of  new  construction. 

These  roads,  when  completed,  should  help  to  take  some 
of  the  summer  traffic  load,  by  providing  alternate  routes  for 
cars  coming  from  the  Mid-Cape  Highway,  and  will  also  pro¬ 
vide  better  and  safer  access  to  some  of  our  rapidly  develop¬ 
ing  areas. 

Legal  and  engineering  work  in  connection  with  land  pur¬ 
chases  voted  in  the  1965  Town  Meeting  is  not  complete  as  this 
report  is  written. 

Legal  action  instituted  in  regard  to  the  Shore  Road 
Beach  land  should  be  resolved  in  the  Land  Court  in  1966. 

1965  saw  the  completion,  by  the  State,  of  a  new  boat 
mooring  facility  at  Allen  Harbor;  the  establishment  of  a  park 
at  the  site  of  the  Exchange  Building  and  the  improvement 
of  the  corner  of  Main  Street  and  Pleasant  Lake  Avenue; 
entrance  channel  dredging  at  Wychmere  Harbor;  improve¬ 
ments  to  the  Herring  Brook  at  Pleasant  Lake  and,  with  the 
cooperation  of  the  Massachusetts  Department  of  Natural 
Resources,  a  new  flume  and  fishway  at  Hinckley’s  Pond. 
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During  the  year  the  Selectmen  have  attended  numerous 
meetings  with  the  Finance  Committee,  Planning  Board,  Per¬ 
sonnel  Board,  Beach  Committee,  Waterways  Committee  and 
other  Town  and  Civic  groups.  We  have  conferred  with  con¬ 
sultants  and  State  and  Federal  officials  with  reference  to 
road  programs,  harbor  improvements,  planning  studies,  and 
other  projects;  with  the  purpose  always  in  mind  of  further¬ 
ing,  as  effectively  as  possible,  the  best  interests,  safety  and 
convenience  of  the  citizens  of  the  Town. 

Space  does  not  permit  a  more  detailed  report,  but  we 
must  again  extend  our  sincere  appreciation  to  our  Town  Of¬ 
ficials  and  employees,  both  elected  and  appointed,  for  their 
obvious  loyalty,  interest  and  concern  for  our  Town.  Also, 
without  the  devoted  work  of  our  many  unpaid,  and  some¬ 
times  unappreciated,  Board  and  Committee  members,  the 
Town  would  greatly  suffer.  Countless  hours  of  work  and 
thought  are  spent  each  year  by  many  persons  to  insure  the 
orderly  progress  of  our  Town  government. 

We  are  sure  that  there  are  persons  in  our  community 
who  are  willing  to  give  their  interest,  talent  and  time  toward 
the  improvement  of  the  Town  as  a  place  to  live.  We  urge 
them  to  let  us  know  their  interests  and  abilities  so  that  as 
vacancies  occur  from  time  to  time  we  may  be  able  to  make 
effective  replacements.

Report  of  the  Assessors 


In  accordance  with  the  vote  at  our  last  Annual  Town 
Meeting,  the  Assessors  drew  up  plans  and  specifications  in 
order  to  receive  bids  for  a  professional  re-valuation  of  real 
estate.  There  were  five  bidders  and  the  contract  was  awarded 
to  United  Appraisal  Company  in  the  amount  of  $31,900.00. 

Field  work  is  now  completed  with  values  still  to  be  set. 

Each  taxpayer  will  receive  notice  shortly  of  his  or  her 
new  value  for  tax  purposes,  and  final  completion  date  for  the 
work  is  set  at  May  1,  1966.  Tax  bills  will  be  mailed  as  soon 
after  this  as  is  possible,  and  will  reflect  “full  and  fair  cash 
value.”  The  1966  tax  rate  will,  of  course,  drop  as  these  new 
values  become  applicable. 

The  Assessors  are  submitting  an  article  in  the  warrant 
for  the  1966  Annual  Meeting  requesting  favorable  action  on 
our  joining  the  State  Assessing  System.  For  the  small  charge 
of  about  $150.00  per  year,  your  Assessors  get  continuing  help 
and  advice  on  assessing  systems  and  any  special  problems. 
The  joining  of  this  State  System  in  no  way  assumes  or  abro¬ 
gates  the  responsibility  of  our  Board  of  Assessors. 

Our  Assessors’  Maps  have  been  revised  in  a  continuing 
effort  to  keep  them  current. 

Statuatory  exemptions  to  the  Elderly,  Veterans’  Widows 
and  Blind  Persons  granted  during  the  year  1965  amounted 
to  $48,659.84.

The  waters  of  Sand  Pond,  John  Joseph  Pond  and  Bucks 
Pond  were  tested  for  bacteria  count  and  found  safe  to  use  by 
the  public  for  swimming. 

There  were  five  premature  baby  cases  reported  to  the 
Board  by  the  hospital.  The  Board  approved  requests  for  fi¬ 
nancial  aid  on  one  of  these  cases  under  Chapter  753  of  the 
Acts  of  1955,  General  Laws,  which  states  that  premature  in¬ 
fants  weighing  five  (5)  pounds  or  less  at  birth,  whose  parents 
are  unable  to  pay  for  their  hospital  care,  may  be  considered 
eligible  for  financial  assistance.  However,  the  cost  of  hospital 
care  of  a  premature  infant  is  the  responsibility  of  the  person 
or  persons  bound  by  law  to  maintain  such  infant,  if  he  or 
they  are  able  to  pay. 
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With  the  cooperation  of  the  Barnstable  County  Public 
Health  Association,  Inc.  the  Barnstable  County  Health  De¬ 
partment  and  this  board  a  mobile  X-ray  program  was  car¬ 
ried  out  at  the  Harwich  Port  Parking  Lot  last  May,  where 
552  inhabitants  took  advantage  of  the  opportunity  to  have 
their  chests  X-rayed. 

We  wish  to  take  this  opportunity  to  thank  the  many 
volunteers  who  graciously  gave  their  time  to  assist  us  in 
carrying  out  this  service. 

In  conjunction  with  the  Planning  Board,  we  engaged  the 
professional  services  of  Camp,  Dresser  &  McKee  to  make  a 
survey  and  submit  recommendations  as  to  the  best  and  most 
practical  methods  for  the  disposition  of  municipal  refuse  as 
voted  in  Article  85  at  the  1965  Annual  Town  Meeting.  A 
brief  summary  of  this  report  will  be  made  available  to  the 
public  on  or  before  the  1966  Annual  Town  Meeting. 

Notices  were  sent  to  all  owners  of  “artificially  construc¬ 
ted  swimming  pools”  to  erect  suitable  protective  barriers 
around  the  pools  when  not  in  use  as  voted  in  Article  12  at 
the  1965  Annual  Town  Meeting.  We  are  pleased  to  report 
that  we  received  one  hundred  per  cent  cooperation  from  all 
owners  of  said  pools. 

We  wish  to  thank  the  members  of  the  Barnstable  County 
Health  Department,  Dr.  D’Elia,  our  local  health  officer  and 
all  others  for  their  fine  cooperation  in  assisting  us  to  carry 
out  our  duties  this  past  year.

Board  of  Health 
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Report  of  the  Planning  Board 


To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen 
and  Citizens  of  the  Town  of  Harwich: 

During  the  past  year  we  spent  considerable  time  and  ef¬ 
fort  in  the  hope  that  some  policy  with  reference  to  water  sup¬ 
ply  could  be  adopted.  We  had  many  meetings  on  this  subject 
with  the  Selectmen,  Finance.  Committee  and  Water  Commis¬ 
sioners.  In  this  year’s  warrant,  an  article  was  sponsored  as  a 
possible  solution. 

The  Planning  Board  and  the  Board  of  Health  worked 
jointly  with  reference  to  the  Town  Disposal  Area.  With  the 
assistance  of  Camp,  Dresser  &  McKee,  Engineers,  we  have 
submitted  two  articles  in  the  Warrant.  If  voted,  this  should 
be  the  solution  of  our  disposal  problems  for  many  years  to 
come. 

Articles  have  been  submitted  for  approval,  to  insure 
some  degree  of  protection,  prior  to  the  Comprehensive  Plan 
Study. 

The  Comprehensive  Plan  Study  application,  to  date,  has 
not  been  approved.  Approval  is  expected  this  February. 

We  held  a  large  number  of  hearings  on  new  sub-divisions, 
and  many  plans  that  did  not  require  hearings,  were  reviewed. 

The  Board  and  citizens  of  the  Town  were  most  unfortu¬ 
nate  in  the  death  of  Mrs.  Esther  A.  Stidstone,  Clerk.  Mrs. 
Stidstone  was  one  of  the  original  members  of  the  Board, 
which  was  established  in  1949.  She  served  faithfully  for 
many  years  and  will  be  missed  by  all. 

We  wish  to  extend  to  the  Selectmen  and  all  other  Town 
officials  and  citizens  our  appreciation  for  their  cooperation 
during  the  year.

The  Finance  Committee  met  many  nights  during  Janu¬ 
ary  and  February  to  consider  the  budget  and  articles  in  the 
warrant  for  the  Annual  1965  Town  Meeting. 

John  Nicodemus  of  Harwichport  and  Colonel  Ralph  Cum¬ 
mings  of  West  Harwich  resigned  for  reasons  of  health  and 
we  would  like  to  express  our  appreciation  to  them  for  their 
valued  service  to  the  town. 

In  April  the  Committee  reorganized.  Donn  B.  Griffin 
was  elected  Chairman  and  Charles  E.  Chamberlain  Secre¬ 
tary. 

On  May  6th  we  made  recommendations  for  a  Special 
Town  Meeting  with  9  articles  but  the  meeting  adjourned  for 
lack  of  a  quorum  and  was  rescheduled  for  May  12th  at  which 
time  the  townspeople  voted  on  the  warrant  in  18  minutes.

In  November  James  J.  Connor  of  Harwichport  was  ap¬ 
pointed  to  the  Committee. 

Requests  for  transfers  from  the  Reserve  Fund  were  ap¬

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Report  of  the  Personnel  Board 

YEAR  1965 


To  the  Honorable  Selectmen  and  the 
Citizens  of  the  Town  of  Harwich: 

Routine  business  of  the  Personnel  Board  has  been  trans¬ 
acted  throughout  the  year  without  significant  difficulty. 

Under  the  Personnel  By-Law,  step-up  increases  in  pay 
are  discretionary  and  based  on  merit.  Recommendations  for 
such  increases  are  considered  only  when  initiated  by  the 
Department  Head.  The  Board  requires  that  the  basis  for  any 
such  increase  be  adequately  documented.  The  Board  is 
pleased  to  report  that  the  Department  Heads  are  cooperating 
very  well  in  these  matters.  Substantial  improvement  has 
been  shown  during  the  year  in  their  understanding  and  skill 
in  the  handling  of  such  recommendations.  The  evaluation 
of  individual  performance  made  necessary  by  this  procedure 
is  a  healthy  development  and  is  clearly  in  the  Town’s  in¬ 
terest. 

In  compliance  with  the  requirements  of  Part  VIII, 
Section  1  of  the  By-Law,  the  Board  has  made  a  thorough 
comparative  study  of  salaries  and  wages  in  Massachusetts 
towns  having  a  population  ranging  from  2500  to  10,000  and 
operating  under  a  Personnel  By-Law  similar  to  ours.  The 
situation  in  some  neighboring  Cape  Towns  not  having  a  Per¬ 
sonnel  By-Law  was  also  studied. 

The  Board  finds  the  cost-of-living  index  for  Massachu¬ 
setts  during  the  last  three  years  has  increased  an  average 
per  year  of  about  1.6%  while  salaries  and  wages  nationally 
have  increased  from  3%  to  4%  per  year.  In  view  of  the  Fed¬ 
eral  Government’s  so  -  called  guide  line  of  3.2%  and  other 
factors,  there  is  nothing  in  the  present  picture  to  suggest 
that  this  strong  upward  push  in  wages  is  likely  to  change  in 
the  coming  year. 

The  Board  has  found  that  our  pay  ranges  have  fallen 
below  the  prevailing  levels  for  comparable  jobs  in  varying 
degrees.  The  need  for  a  “catch  -  up”  in  the  pay  ranges  is 
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most  marked  in  the  Police  and  Fire  Departments.  We  have 
also  fallen  behind  significantly  in  the  pay  scales  of  the 
hourly  -  rated  employees,  particularly  in  the  starting  rates. 
We  also  found  this  true  in  the  case  of  lower  -  rated  clerical 
grades  and  in  some  other  individual  classifications. 

In  view  of  the  above,  the  Board  has  filed  an  Article  for 
the  1966  Annual  Town  Meeting  which  revises  the  pay 
ranges  selectively  and  in  varying  degrees  depending  on  our 
findings.  If  approved,  the  pay  adjustments  will  be  effective 
as  of  January  1,  1966.  At  that  time  each  employee  would 
receive  a  special  increase  adjusting  the  pay  for  his  particular 
classification  and  step  to  that  required  by  the  new  pay  ranges. 
Employees  will  continue  to  be  eligible  for  discretionary  step- 
rate  merit  increases  on  their  individual  anniversary  dates,  to 
the  extent  provided  by  the  new  pay  scales,  subject  of  course 
to  the  approval  of  the  Board. 

The  Board  is  also  recommending  a  40-hour  work  week  for 
the  Police  Department.  This  recommendation  has  the  support 
of  the  Police  Chief  and  the  Board  of  Selectmen. 

As  a  result  of  the  proposed  changes,  the  Board  hopes  to 
facilitate  materially  the  recruiting  problems  of  all  Depart¬ 
ments,  including  particularly  three  Departments  which  are 
currently  undermanned.  It  is  also  hoped  to  reduce  the  more 
or  less  chronic  need  for  overtime  in  certain  departments  and 
to  improve  the  over-all  efficiency  and  morale  of  the  entire 
employee  group. 

The  increased  cost  to  the  Town  for  1966  is  estimated  at 
about  $22,072.00.  However,  the  exact  amount  cannot  be  fore¬ 
cast  as  much  depends  on  the  success  of  recruiting  qualified 
new  employees  and  the  dates  of  their  employment.  Costs  can 
also  be  affected  by  labor  turnover  among  the  existing  em¬ 
ployees. 

The  Personnel  Board  desires  to  thank  the  Board  of  Se¬ 
lectmen,  Department  Heads  and  the  employees  whose  co¬ 
operation  is  essential  to  the  success  of  the  By-Law.  We  wish 
to  mention  particularly  the  Town  Accountant  whose  help  and 
vigilance  are  essential  in  assuring  compliance  with  the 
Board’s  decisions  and  rulings.

Gentlemen: 

1965  has  been  a  busy  year  for  this  Committee  which  has 
continued  to  meet  at  least  every  month. 

Although  progress  is  sometimes  a  slow  business  we  con¬ 
tinue  to  move  ahead. 

The  new  Town  Landing  at  Allen  Harbor  will  be  ready  for 
use  in  1666  and  is  a  fine  facility.  Finishing  details  and  addi¬ 
tional  land  acquisition  will  make  this  an  outstanding  addi¬ 
tion  to  the  growing  program  of  $ervicq  to  boating  interests. 

The  inner  channel  at  Wychmere  Harbor  has  been 
dredged.  1  j 

Planning  continues  for  the  Andrews  River  Harbor  pro¬ 
ject.  State,  Federal  and  Town  officials  are  keeping  in  close 
touch  in  the  development  of  this  facility.  The  U.  S.  Corps  of 
Engineers  have  completed  their  preliminary  engineering.  The 
State  Waterways  Division  has  had  to  delay  their  phase  of  the 
work  pending  passage  by  the  Legislature  of  enabling  legisla¬ 
tion  and  capital  funds.  Hopefully,  work  will  begin  on  this 
project  in  the  fall  of  1966.  Preliminary  work  to  obtain  neces¬ 
sary  property  easements  has  been  carried  out. 

1966  should  be  a  year  of  considerable  activity  as  this 
Committee  has  been  assured  by  the  Division  of  Waterways 
that  major  repairs  will  be  made  to  the  Wychmere  Harbor 
outer  breakwater  and  the  east  breakwater  at  Allen  Harbor. 
Scheduled  dredging  operations  will  widen  and  deepen  the  ap¬ 
proach  channels  to  Wychmere  Harbor,  Allen  Harbor  and 
Herring  River.  Clean  sand  from  these  projects  will  again 
be  used  to  restore  beaches  as  much  as  possible. 

It  is  also  proposed  to  dredge  by  drag  -  line  the  entrance 
channel  at  Round  Cove  and  to  enlarge  parking  facilities  at 
the  Wychmere  Town  Landing. 

It  is  also  proposed  to  undertake  a  detailed  study  of 
dredging  needs  and  costs  at  Wychmere  inner  harbor. 
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This  Committee  appreciates  the  fine  and  continuing  co¬ 
operation  of  the  Selectmen,  Representative  Stephen  Weeks, 
Senator  Allen  Jones,  Congressman  Hastings  Keith,  the  Divi¬ 
sion  of  Waterways,  the  U.S.  Army  Corps  of  Engineers  and 
the  helpful  patience  and  understanding  of  the  citizens  of 
Harwich.

The  department  compiled  the  greatest  number  of  alarms 
in  its  history  during  the  year  1965.  The  calls  doubled  over 
any  previous  year,  and  presented  a  problem  in  the  need  for 
additional  manpower.  Emergency  service  demands  have  in¬ 
creased  enormously  and  extra  men  are  required  to  handle 
the  ever  increasing  needs.  I  am  requesting  an  additional  man 
for  the  summer  months  to  assist  the  permanent  force  in 
carrying  out  the  tasks  this  department  is  expected  to  perform. 

I  want  to  report  that  all  equipment  is  in  fine  condition, 
and  we  are  awaiting  delivery  of  our  new  pumping  engine. 
This  delivery  has  been  delayed  somewhat,  due  to  the  increas- 
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ing  demands  of  the  military  in  the  field  of  transportation, 
so  necessary  for  our  fighting  men  abroad. 

I  am  again,  for  the  fourth  time,  requesting  the  estab¬ 
lishment  of  a  stabilization  fund  for  the  purpose  of  replacing 
our  older  equipment.  I  believe  this  to  be  the  most  practical 
means  of  maintaining  modern  equipment  without  burdening 
the  taxpayers  with  a  large  sum  of  money  in  any  one  year. 

I  wish  to  thank  all  the  men  of  the  department  for  their 
cooperation  and  donation  of  time  during  the  last  year;  to 
members  and  Chiefs  of  other  Towns  and  to  the  Citizens  of 
Harwich  for  their  cooperation.

To  the  Selectmen  and  Voters  of  Harwich: 

In  1965  we  lost  two  valuable  and  respected  members. 
Mrs.  Esther  Stidstone  passed  away  and  Mrs.  Alice  Morris  was 
involved  in  a  serious  automobile  accident  which  was  a 
major  factor  in  her  resignation. 

> 

We  hope,  in  the  following  year,  to  bring  our  membership 
up  to  the  maximum  seven  members  as  there  is  much  to  do 
along  conservation  lines  in  the  town. 

We  feel  the  dump  situation  in  the  town  is,  at  last, 
reaching  a  satisfactory  solution,  as  you  can  read  in  the  re¬ 
port  of  the  engineers  retained  by  the  town  to  do  a  study  of 
this  problem.  However,  we  feel  the  next  dump  site  should  be 
combined  with  the  area  set  aside  for  sewage  treatment  so 
that  two  undesirable  locations  can  be  reduced  to  one  area. 

In  1965,  the  Volpe  Marsh  Bill  became  law  and  included 
among  the  45,000  acres  of  prime  coastal  wetland  is  the  Her¬ 
ring  River  area.  Exactly  how  much  marsh  and  highland  is 
involved  we  are  now  in  the  process  of  finding  out. 

We  hope  you  will  give  serious  and  favorable  considera¬ 
tion  to  the  articles  your  Conservation  Commission  has  in  the 
1966  warrant  and  we  feel  that  this  year  will  be  a  most  im¬ 
portant  one  for  our  town  on  these  matters.

Conservation  Commission 
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Report  of  the  Shellfish  Warden 


To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen  and 
Citizens  of  the  Town  of  Harwich: 

Under  Article  69  of  last  year’s  Warrant,  we  appropriated 
$2,000.00  for  the  relaying  of  quahaugs  in  Pleasant  Bay.  From 
this  appropriation  we  spent  $1,454.50,  with  Chatham  spend¬ 
ing  a  like  amount,  relaying  1,130  bushels  of  quahaugs.  These 
quahaugs  were  moved  from  a  non-growing  area  to  a  fast 
growing  area  and  are  already  showing  signs  of  growth.'  This 
project  is  of  great  value  to  our  commercial  shellfisheries  and 
the  economy  of  our  Town. 

The  controlled  area  at  Round  Cove  has  again  produced 
an  abundance  of  shellfish,  with  a  good  supply  of  quahaugs 
and  oysters. 

The  Spring  season  on  soft  shell  clams  was  very  good, 
and  can  stand  a  longer  open  period  this  Spring. 

Scallops  were  scarce  again  this  year,  but  judging  by  the 
large  amount  of  seed  in  Pleasant  Bay,  next  year’s  crop  should 
be  good. 

In  1966  oysters  will  again  be  transplanted  to  the  Round 
Cove  flats  and  seed  quahaugs  will  be  relayed  in  Wychmere 
Harbor  and  Allen  Harbor. 

Records  and  statistics  have  been  kept  as  in  past  years,  at 
the  request  of  the  Department  of  Marine  Fisheries.

tracks,  fairs,  carnivals,  and  open-air  musical  or  theatri¬ 
cal  entertainment.  In  acting  upon  an  application  for  ap¬ 
proval  of  a  commercial  outdoor  amusement  or  recreation 
use,  the  Board  of  Appeals  shall  take  into  consideration: 
the  adequacy  of  the  site  for  the  particular  use;  the  prob¬ 
able  effect  of  the  proposed  use  upon  adjoining  properties 
and  upon  the  neighborhood;  hazards  to  vehicular  and 
pedestrian  traffic;  the  specific  design  proposed  by  the  ap¬ 
plicant;  and  especially  the  amount  of  noise,  glare  and 
congestion  which  may  be  expected  to  result  from  the  op¬ 
eration  of  the  proposed  business.  The  Board  of  Appeals 
shall  also  impose  such  conditions  upon  the  applicant  as 
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it  finds  reasonably  appropriate  to  protect  neighboring 
properties  and  the  general  public,  including  but  not  lim¬ 
ited  to:  front  or  side  yards  greater  than  the  minimum 
required  by  this  By-Law;  screening,  buffer  or  planting 
strip,  fences  or  walls;  limitations  upon  the  area  of  oc¬ 
cupancy  or  number  of  occupants,  and  the  method  and 
time  of  operation;  specification  of  the  number  and  loca¬ 
tion  of  driveways  and  access  ways;  and  specification  of 
the  area  needed  for  off-street  parking. 

Not  more  than  one  (1)  sign,  other  than  those  which 
are  attached  to  and  are  part  of  the  architectural  design 
of  a  building  or  structure,  shall  be  permitted  on  each  of 
these  premises,  and  to  act  fully  thereon.  By  request  of 
the  Planning  Board. 

Note:  Dwellings  including  private  garages  may  be  con¬ 
structed  in  Commercial  Districts  but  must  be  in  accordance 
with  all  rules  required  under  dwelling  construction,  location 
and  lot  size.

Section  15  Garages:  Basement  garages:  walls  and  ceilings 
to  be  covered  with  fire  proof  material.  Doors  connecting 
garage  with  basement  to  be  covered  with  fire  proof  ma¬ 
terial  on  garage  side,  and  be  self  closing.

Article  105.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  amend  the 
By-Laws  by  adding  the  following  new  sections: 

(A)  It  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person  or  persons  ac- 
cupying  or  having  charge  of  any  building  or  premises  or  any 
part  thereof  in  the  Town,  other  than  that  section  of  any  es¬ 
tablishment  licensed  under  Chapter  138  of  the  General  Laws, 
at  any  time  to  cause  or  suffer  or  allow  any  unnecessary,  loud, 
excessive  or  unusual  noises  in  the  operation  of  any  radio, 
phonograph  or  other  mechanical  sound  making  device  or  in¬ 
strument,  or  reproducing  device  or  instrument,  or  in  the  play¬ 
ing  of  any  band,  orchestra,  musician  or  group  of  musicians, 
or  in  the  use  of  any  device  to  amplify  the  aforesaid,  or  the 
making  of  loud  outcries,  exclamations  or  other  loud  or  bois¬ 
terous  noises  or  loud  and  boisterous  singing  by  any  person 
or  group  of  persons  or  in  the  use  of  any  device  to  amplify 
the  aforesaid  noise,  where  the  noise  is  plainly  audible  at  a 
distance  of  one  hundred  and  fifty  feet  from  the  building, 
structure,  vehicle  or  premises  in  which  or  from  which  it  is 
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produced.  The  fact  that  the  noise  is  plainly  audible  at  a 
distance  of  one  hundred  and  fifty  feet  from  the  vehicle  or 
premises  from  which  it  originates  shall  constitute  Prima 
Facie  evidence  of  a  violation  of  this  By-Law.  Any  person  vio¬ 
lating  this  by-law  shall  be  punished  by  a  fine  of  not  more 
than  fifty  ($50.00)  dollars  for  each  offense.

or  instrument,  or  in  the  playing  of  any  band,  orchestra,  mus¬ 
ician  or  group  of  musicians,  or  the  making  of  loud  outcries, 
exclamations  or  other  loud  or  boisterous  noises  or  loud  and 
boisterous  singing  by  any  person  or  group  of  persons,  or  in 
the  use  of  any  device  to  amplify  the  aforesaid  noise,  where 
the  aforesaid  noise  is  plainly  audible  at  a  distance  one  hun¬ 
dred  and  fifty  feet  from  the  building,  dwelling,  premises, 
shelter,  boat  or  conveyance  in  which  or  from  which  it  is 
produced.  The  fact  that  the  noise  is  plainly  audible  at  a  dis¬ 
tance  of  one  hundred  fifty  feet  from  the  premises  from  which 
it  originates  shall  constitute  Prima  Facie  evidence  of  a  vio¬ 
lation  of  this  by-law.  Any  person  shall  be  deemed  in  violation 
of  this  by-law,  who  shall  make,  or  aid  and  abet,  or  cause,  or 
suffer,  or  countenance,  or  assist  in  the  making  of  the  afore¬ 
said  and  described  improper  noises,  disturbance,  breach  of 
the  peace  or  a  diversion  tending  to  a  breach  of  the  peace,  and 
the  presence  of  any  person  or  persons  in  or  about  the  build¬ 
ing,  dwelling,  premises,  shelter,  boat  or  conveyance  or  any 
part  thereof  during  a  violation  of  this  By-Law  shall  consti¬ 
tute  Prima  Facie  evidence  that  they  are  a  countenancer  to 
such  violation.  Any  person  violating  this  by-law  shall  be  pun¬ 
ished  by  a  fine  of  not  more  than  fifty  ($50.00)  dollars  for 
each  offense  and  to  act1  fully  thereon.  By  request  of  the 
Chief  of  Police. 
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Article  106.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  amend  the 
By-Laws  by  striking  out  under  “Beach  Parking”  Section  1; 
1A;  2;  3;  and  IB  and  substituting  therefor  the  following  new 
sections  so  that  it  will  read: 

BEACH  PARKING 

Section  1.  No  person  shall  be  allowed  to  park  in  the  park¬ 
ing  areas  at  the  Town-owned  beaches  at  Pleasant  Road, 
West  Harwich;  Earle  Road,  West  Harwich;  Bank  Street, 
Harwich  Port;  and  Red  River  Beach,  South  Harwich  from 
June  15  through  Labor  Day  of  each  year  without  an 
authorized  permit  or  sticker  prominently  displayed  on 
left  side  front  window  of  vehicle. 

Section  2.  Said  permit  or  sticker  may  be  purchased  from 
authorized  personnel  at  each  beach  or  at  Police  Head¬ 
quarters,  Sisson  Road,  Harwich. 

Section  3.  Cost  of  said  permit  or  sticker  shall  be  one  ($1.00) 
dollar. 

Section  4.  The  Selectmen  shall  make  the  necessary  rules 
and  regulations  in  order  that  Sections  1,  2  and  3  may  be 
carried  out,  and  to  act  fully  thereon.  By  request  of  the 
Beach  Committee. 

Article  107.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  amend  the 
By-Laws  by  adopting  the  following: 

LAUNCHING  AND  BEACHING  OF  “BOARD  BOATS’’ 

1.  Definition  of  “Board  Boats”:  A  small  sailing  boat  cus¬ 
tomarily  transported  on  car-top  carriers  to  and  from  the 
water,  light  enough  to  be  carried  and  launched  by  one, 
two  or  three  persons, 

2.  It  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person  to  launch  or  beach 
“Board  Boats”  at  any  town  owned  location  within  the 
Town  except  at  areas  designated  and  posted  by  the 
Board  of  Selectmen  at  the  following  Town  Beaches: 
Pleasant  Road;  Bank  Street;  Red  River  and  Pleasant 
Bay. 
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3.  Any  person  found  violating  this  By-Law  shall  be  sub¬ 
ject  to  arrest,  and  any  person  convicted  of  this  offense 
shall  be  punished  by  a  fine  of  not  more  than  ten  ($10.00) 
dollars  and  to  act  fully  thereon.  By  request  of  the 
Beach  Committee.

The 
Selectmen  shall  have  full  authority  as  agents  of  the  Town, 
acting  upon  advice  of  the  Town  Counsel,  to  settle  any  claims 
or  suits  against  the  Town  which  in  their  judgment  cannot 
be  successfully  defended,  when  the  sum  to  be  paid  does  not 
exceed  five  hundred  dollars.  Any  settlement  requiring  the 
payment  of  a  sum  greater  than  five  hundred  dollars,  except 
as  authorized  by  law,  shall  be  made  only  when  authorized 
by  the  voters  at  a  town  meeting.”  By  request  of  the  Board 
of  Selectmen. 

Article  109.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and 
appropriate  the  sum  of  one  thousand  dollars  ($1,000.00)  for 
the  purpose  of  printing  copies  of  the  Town  By-Laws  and  to 
act  fully  thereon.  By  request  of  the  Board  of  Selectmen. 

Article  110.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and 
appropriate  a  sufficient  sum  of  money  to  construct  and  main¬ 
tain  four  flumes  and  fishways  for  the  purpose  of  improving 
the  Herring  Run  and  to  instuct  the  Selectmen  to  obtain  the 
necessary  easements  therefor,  and  to  act  fully  thereon.  By 
request  of  the  Conservation  Commission. 

Article  111.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and 
appropriate  the  sum  of  one  thousand  dollars  ($1,000.00)  to 
be  spent  under  the  direction  of  the  Board  of  Selectmen  for 
the  purpose  of  improving  the  Herring  Brooks  and  to  act 
fully  thereon.  By  request  of  the  Board  of  Selectmen. 

Article  112.  To  see  what  action  the  Town  will  take  in 
regard  to  the  Herring  Fisheries  for  the  year  1966,  and  to  act 
fully  thereon.  By  request  of  the  Board  of  Selectmen. 
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Article  113.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and 
appropriate  the  sum  of  fifteen  hundred  dollars  ($1,500.00) 
to  be  spent  under  the  direction  of  the  Selectmen  for  the  pur¬ 
pose  of  advertising  and  promotion  in  the  Town  of  Harwich, 
to  be  spent  by  the  Harwich  Chamber  of  Commerce,  providing 
the  said  Chamber  of  Commerce  raises  a  like  amount,  and  to 
act  fully  thereon.  By  request  of  John  C.  Nicodemus  and 
others. 

Article  114.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and 
appropriate  the  sum  of  three  thousand  dollars  ($3,000.00)  to 
be  spent  by  the  Board  of  Assessors  for  the  purpose  of  ascer¬ 
taining  the  boundaries  and  determining  the  identity  of  the 
owners  of  certain  parcels  of  land  within  the  Town  of  Har¬ 
wich  presently  listed  by  the  Board  of  Assessors  as  lands  of 
owners  unknown”,  so  that  such  parcels  of  land  may  be  as¬ 
sessed  by  the  Town  and  tax  revenue  be  obtained  for  the 
benefit  of  the  Town,  and  to  act  fully  thereon.  By  request  of 
the  Harwich  Chamber  of  Commerce. 

Article  115.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  instruct  the 
Board  of  Selectmen  to  appoint  a  committee  of  five  persons 
to  study  the  advisability  of  establishing  a  Municipal  Golf 
Course,  and  to  bring  in  a  report  of  their  findings  including 
information  regarding  the  cost,  size  and  location  of  said 
Golf  Course,  together  with  any  recommendations  to  the  next 
Annual  or  Special  Town  Meeting  and  to  raise  and  appropri¬ 
ate  the  sum  of  five  hundred  dollars  ($500.00)  for  the  use 
of  said  Committee  and  to  act  fully  thereon.  By  request  of 
the  Harwich  Chamber  of  Commerce. 

Article  116.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  instruct  the 
Moderator  to  appoint  a  committee  of  three  people  to  study 
the  possibility  of  a  Department  of  Public  Works  in  Harwich 
and  to  report  their  findings  by  October  1,  1966  and  to  act 
fully  thereon.  By  request  of  the  Harwich  Chamber  of 
Commerce. 

Article  117.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and 
appropriate  the  sum  of  one  thousand  dollars  ($1,000.00)  for 
the  purpose  of  installing,  maintaining  and  removing  Christ- 
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mas  lights  along  main  business  sections  in  the  Town,  said 
money  to  be  spent  under  the  direction  of  the  Board  of  Select¬ 
men  and  to  act  fully  thereon.  By  request  of  the  Harwich 
Jaycees. 

Article  118.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and 
appropriate  the  sum  of  eighteen  hundred  dollars  ($1,800.00) 
to  be  expended  under  the  direction  of  the  Selectmen  for 
recreation  and  amusement  in  the  form  of  Baseball  and  Bas¬ 
ketball.

To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  petition  the 
State  Tax  Commission  for  the  installation  of  the  State  As¬ 
sessment  System  as  provided  in  Section  7A-7E  of  Chapter  58 
of  the  General  Laws  and  to  act  fully  thereon.  By  request  of 
the  Board  of  Assessors. 

Article  130.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and 
appropriate  a  sufficient  sum  of  money  for  unpaid  bills  of 
previous  years  as  provided  for  in  Chapter  179  of  the  Acts  of 
1941  and  to  act  fully  thereon.  Customary  article. 

Article  131.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  transfer  the 
unexpended  balances  of  the  special  appropriations  to  surplus 
revenue,  and  to  act  fully  thereon.  Customary  article. 

Article  132.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  transfer  from 
surplus  revenue  or  available  funds,  a  sum  of  money  for  the 
purpose  of  reducing  the  1966  tax  rate,  and  to  act  fully  there¬ 
on.  Customary  article.

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Report  of  the  Veterans’  Agent 


This  has  been  an  exceptionally  busy  year  for  the  Vet¬ 
erans’  Services  Department  of  your  Town  and,  in  some  cases, 
a  relatively  expensive  one.  Hospital  rates,  nursing  home  rates, 
the  cost  of  drugs  and  medical  care  continue  to  increase  as 
medical  technology  continues  to  succeed  in  staving  -  off 
what  used  to  be  fatal  illnesses  and,  through  surgery,  prolong¬ 
ing  life  —  most  worthy  objectives,  however  costly.  Thanks 
to  a  healthy  economy,  this  has  not  been  concurrent  with  high 
assistance  outlays  for  either  temporary  or  chronic  unem¬ 
ployment.  With  the  cooperation  of  local,  state  and  federal 
agencies,  many  veterans  and  their  dependents  have  been  able 
to  secure  and  hold  gainful  employment,  thus  easing  the  tax 
burden  on  all  of  us,  including  our  veterans. 

The  year  1966  will  see  the  start  of  what  is  popularly 
known  as  Medicare.  It  is  too  early  to  say  what  its  effect  will 
be  but  it  is  to  be  hoped  that  it  will  both  ease  the  burden 
upon  our  towns  but  will  substantially  ease  the  problems  of 
those  veterans  and  others  who  are  ill  and  over  65. 

Our  thanks  to  the  Selectmen  and  their  staffs,  to  State 
officials,  and  to  the  V.  A.  personnel,  and  to  the  veterans  who 
make  every  effort  to  help  themselves  and  their  families,  in 
the  same  spirit  with  which  they  served  and  now  serve  their 
country.

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Brooks  Free  Library  Trustee’s  Report 


The  Board  of  Trustees  has  held  six  regular  meetings  and 
one  special  meeting  during  the  past  year. 

The  Trustees  have  continued  to  maintain  and  repair, 
where  necessary,  the  entire  Brooks  Library  Building,  includ¬ 
ing  the  Courtrooms  occupying  the  first  floor.  Special  atten¬ 
tion  has  been  given  to  the  heating  system  in  an  attempt  to 
regulate  it  for  use  by  both  the  Library  and  the  Court. 

Much  consideration  has  been  given  to  the  space  needs 
of  the  Library.  Increase  in  circulation  (reflecting  the  growth 
in  town  population  and  the  increasing  demand  of  the  public 
for  library  services)  make  it  imperative  that  larger  quarters 
be  provided  in  the  very  near  future.  Furthermore,  the  long 
unbroken  flight  of  stairs  to  the  present  quarters  are  hazard¬ 
ous  for  many  elderly  patrons  and  prohibitive  to  some  who  in 
the  past  have  made  much  use  of  the  library  and  would  like 
to  continue  to  do  so.  These  two  factors  —  the  second  floor 
location  of  reading  rooms,  stacks,  reference  rooms  and 
Roger's  statues,  and  the  increase  in  circulation  from  18,875 
to  33,251  in  the  past  decade  —  have  led  the  Trustees  to  the 
conclusion  that  we  must  soon  utilize  the  ground  floor  of  the 
Library  building.  Since  the  County  is  now  making  plans  to 
remove  the  Second  District  Court  to  larger  quarters  else¬ 
where,  we  now  feel  that  the  time  is  proper  to  begin  planning 
for  expansion  of  present  library  facilities  by  renovating  the 
ground  floor. 

The  Board  also  feels  it  advisable  to  ask  the  Town  to 
purchase,  for  library  purposes,  the  old  Telephone  Building, 
located  directly  to  the  west  of  the  Brooks  Building.  The  space, 
style,  and  location  of  this  small  building  would  provide  very 
suitable  quarters  for  the  Roger’s  collection  (of  which  Brooks 
Library  owns  the  second  largest  collection  in  the  country), 
other  museum  pieces,  and  a  small  reading  room. 

Please  refer  to  the  Librarian’s  report,  which  follows  this 
report,  for  a  more  detailed  account  of  library  services.

During  1965,  the  circulation  at  Brooks  Free  Library  has 
shown  an  increase  of  more  than  3,000  over  the  previous  year. 
A  further  indication  of  the  augmented  use  of  library  facili¬ 
ties  is  the  ever  growing  roster  of  new  patrons. 

Many  and  varied  have  been  the  gift  books  presented  to 
the  library  this  past  year.  Unfortunately,  with  our  crowded 
shelves,  we  have  been  unable  to  do  more  than  put  out  a  few 
of  them  for  general  circulation.  The  remainder  have  been 
stored,  awaiting  the  time  when  we  have  additional  shelf 
space. 

We  are  especially  grateful  to  Mrs.  John  H.  Clark  who  has 
donated  several  hours  of  her  time  each  week  to  repair  books. 
With  binding  and  replacement  costs  at  an  all-time  high,  this 
volunteer  work  is  much  appreciated. 

In  cooperation  with  the  Harwich  Junior  Woman’s  Club, 
several  pre-school  story  hours  have  been  held  each  month 
during  the  winter  and  spring.  Also  continued  during  1965 
were  the  visits  to  the  library  of  the  6th  graders  during  school 
hours  to  study  library  usage.

To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen 
and  Citizens  of  the  Town  of  Harwich: 

I  hereby  submit  my  report  for  the  year  1965: 

In  addition  to  the  usual  amount  of  repairing  and  main¬ 
tenance  work  your  Highway  Department  does  each  year  we 
have  also  accomplished  the  following: 

Rebuilt  and  resurfaced  with  hot  mix  four  and  nine  tenths 
miles  of  road. 

Oiled  and  resurfaced  approximately  seventeen  miles  of 
road. 

Installed  nine  catch  basins. 

Installed  seventeen  filter  beds. 

Approximately  two-hundred  ten  feet  of  pipe  have  been 
installed  to  help  eliminate  our  water  drainage  problem. 

Replacing  traffic  and  road  signs  that  are  being  destroyed 
and  removed  from  our  highways. 

It  is  most  important  that  our  approximately  160  miles  of 
highway  be  kept  in  excellent  condition  due  to  the  heavy 
traffic  now  using  them. 

This  year  I  am  asking  for  three  two-way  communication 
sets  which  are  greatly  needed  by  this  department  at  this 
time  for  increased  efficiency  by  improved  methods  of  com¬ 
munications  eliminating  time-consuming  traveling  over  the 
roads  to  get,  take  or  give  orders. 

I  am  also  asking  for  a  new  one-ton  four-wheel  drive 
dump  truck  which  would  be  replacing  our  presently  owned 
four-wheel  drive  dump  truck. 

At  this  time  I  wish  to  thank  the  Board  of  Selectmen,  the 
Town  Accountant,  all  Town  Departments  and  the  Highway 
personnel  for  the  cooperation  I  have  received  during  the  year. 
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I  also  want  to  express  my  gratitude  to  all  citizens  of  the 
Town  for  their  fine  support  and  cooperation.

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Report  of  Cape  Cod  Planning 
and  Economic  Development  Commission 


Chapter  453 -Acts  of  1965  by  the  Commonwealth  of  Mas¬ 
sachusetts,  approved  May  12,  1965  authorized  the  Barnstable 
County  Commissioners  to  establish  the  Cape  Cod  Planning 
and  Economic  Development  Commission  for  the  protection 
and  development  of  the  resources  of  said  County. 

This  Commission  consists  of  the  County  Commissioners 
and  one  member  and  an  alterate  to  act  only  in  the  absence 
of  such  member,  both  to  be  appointed  for  a  term  of  three 
years  by  the  Selectmen  in  each  Town  in  said  County.  Our 
Harwich  Selectmen,  on  May  27,  1965,  appointed  C.  William 
Johnson  as  delegate  and  Dr.  Carl  L.  Clapp,  a  member  of  the 
Harwich  Planning  Board  as  alternate  delegate  to  represent 
the  Town  of  Harwich. 

In  November,  1965  the  Barnstable  County  budget  was 
approved,  providing  the  sum  of  $15,000.00  for  the  expenses  of 
the  Planning  and  Economic  Development  Commission.  In 
the  meantime,  we  held  monthly  meetings  in  the  Court  House 
Building.  We  elected  a  Chairman,  Vice-Chairman,  Secretary 
and  Treasurer  and  an  Executive  Committee  of  five  members. 
It  developed  that  there  was  not  room  for  us  at  the  Court 
House,  but  we  were  able  to  secure  quarters  in  one  of  the 
Cape  Cod  Community  College  Buildings.  Through  this  con¬ 
tact,  we  were  able  to  connect  with  the  Boston  University 
Area  Development  Center,  who  submitted  in  written  form, 
a  Proposed  Scope  of  Services  they  can  provide  under  Pro¬ 
fessor  Joseph  F.  Courtney,  Project  Director  of  the  Area  De¬ 
velopment  Center,  also  securing  as  Senior  Consultant,  Dr. 
Melvin  R.  Levin,  a  recognized  authority  in  regional  planning 
and  development  and  Dr.  Francis  S.  Doody,  Director  of  both 
the  Boston  University  Bureau  of  Business  Research  and  the 
Area  Development  Center. 

This  Fall,  with  the  use  of  buses,  the  members  of  the 
Commission  took  weekly  trips  covering  two  or  three  Towns 
at  one  trip  guided  by  Selectmen  or  a  Planning  Board  member 
to  learn  first-hand  the  physical  set-up  of  each  Town.  It 
was  time  well  spent  for  all  of  us. 
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This  Commission  considers  themselves  as  a  member  of 
the  County  Family  and  will  work  and  plan  in  an  advisory 
way  for  each  of  our  fifteen  towns.  It  should  be  a  real  medium 
for  helping  in  sectional  or  overall  problems,  making  use  of  all 
individual  or  overall  studies  already  made,  where  logical.  We 
look  forward  to  a  busy  year  in  1966.

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Report  of  the  Cemetery  Commissioners 


To  the  Citizens  of  the  Town  of  Harwich: 

Everything  is  subject  to  scrutiny  at  times  and  the  ceme¬ 
teries  in  our  town  are  not  exempt.  How  often  do  the  new 
residents  in  our  town  make  their  own  private  evaluation  of 
the  foundation  of  this  town  by  their  inspection  of  the  ap¬ 
pearance  of  our  schools,  churches,  and  cemeteries. 

Our  schools  are  certainly  something  to  be  proud  of;  our 
churches  are  of  a  rare  beauty;  our  cemeteries  are  gradually 
being  brought  up  into  the  presentable  condition  worthy  of 
the  respect  due  them. 

The  sum  of  eighteen  hundred  dollars  was  turned  into 
the  General  Fund  of  the  Town  for  the  sale  of  lots  in  Island 
Pond  Cemetery  this  year.  A  new  access  road  was  constructed 
for  the  approach  to  several  new  lots,  and  already  some  have 
been  subscribed  to.  The  ever  increasing  population  of  our 
town  makes  apparent  the  need  for  many  more  useable  lots 
which  must  be  set  up  in  the  near  future. 

The  small  pond  in  the  center  of  Island  Pond  Cemetery 
was  cleared  of  all  debris  and  unwanted  undergrowth  and 
brush,  and  the  area  adjacent  to  the  pond  was  graded  and 
terraced  and  fertilized  and  made  to  form  a  more  presentable 
part  of  the  cemetery. 

As  we  have  stated  before,  and  feel  we  must  mention 
again,  capable  and  conscientious  help  for  the  part  time  labor 
we  require  is  at  a  premium  and  the  job  cannot  be  done  unless 
we  are  able  to  pay  for  the  arduous  work  required  to  complete 
the  task. 

We,  therefore,  solicit  your  whole-hearted  support  in  the 
acceptance  of  our  requested  budget  for  the  year  1966.

I  hereby  submit  the  report  of  the  department  of  Civil 
Defense  for  the  year  1965. 

In  order  to  provide  effective  leadership  training  in  Civil 
Defense,  we  have  continued  our  policy  of  continued  training 
of  members  of  CD  in  radiological  monitoring  courses,  and  we 
have  just  graduated  one  of  our  members  through  the  co¬ 
operation  of  the  Mass.  CDA  and  the  Univ.  of  Mass,  an  instruc¬ 
tor  in  Shelter  Management  and  Radiological  Service  Monitor 
Course.  We  also  have  several  persons  undertaking  a  course  in 
radio  work. 

In  addition  to  training  for  specialized  personnel,  OCD 
supports  two  training  programs  for  the  general  public.  A 
Civil  Defense  Adult  Education  course,  which  emphasizes  in¬ 
dividual  preparedness  actions,  and  a  Medical  Self-Help  course, 
which  covers  emergency  health  and  medical  care  informa¬ 
tion  a  person  should  have  in  time  of  national  disaster  when 
doctors  and  other  professional  health  personnel  may  not 
be  readily  available.  This  program  is  now  being  given  at  our 
High  School  during  school  hours. 

All  of  the  above  has  been  on  a  voluntary  basis  and  I  wish 
to  thank  everyone  who  has  devoted  their  time  and  energy  to 
help  in  these  programs,  especially  Harwich  High  School  in 
making  it  possible  to  schedule  the  Medical  Self-Help  during 
"chool  hours.

The  following  inspections  were  made  for  additions  to 
present  wiring,  three  wire  services  to  replace  old  two  wire 
systems,  off  peak  hot  water,  new  homes  and  contractors 
services  in  the  Town  of  Harwich  for  the  year  ending  Dec¬

All  new  homes  require  two  inspections,  one  roughing  in 
and  the  final  inspection  when  the  service  is  completed  and 
ready  for  connection  to  the  poles  on  the  street.  Before  many 
installations  are  started  we  look  over  the  property  with  the 
electricians,  advising  them  what  should  be  done  to  comply 
with  the  code.  In  total  there  were  81  contractors  services 
for  building  purposes,  but  roughing  in  inspections  are  not 
included.

To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen  and 
Citizens  of  the  Town  of  Harwich 

It  is  very  apparent  that  more  people  are  turning  to  the 
use  of  natural  gas  to  heat  their  homes.  The  Buzzards  Bay 
Gas  Company  is  extending  mains  to  the  new  housing  develop¬ 
ments  that  are  being  built  in  the  Town  of  Harwich. 

This  trend  is  sure  to  continue  as  time  goes  on. 

The  proper  venting  of  all  Gas  Appliances  is  becoming  a 
very  important  part  of  all  installations  —  (1)  to  supply  air 
for  combustion  and  carry  off  the  waste  gases  to  the  outside 
air  (2)  for  the  protection  and  health  of  all  concerned.

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Report  of  the  Insect  Pest  Control 


The  Selectmen  accepted  with  regret  the  resignation  of 
Raymond  L.  Thacher  as  Moth  Superintendent.  On  June  18 
the  Selectmen  voted  to  appoint  Ralph  U.  Brett  to  replace 
Mr.  Thacher.  As  required  by  State  Law,  he  then  took  the  ex¬ 
amination  given  by  the  State  for  a  license  as  Supervisor  of 
Insect  Pest  Control.  Fortunately  he  passed,  received  his  li¬ 
cense  and  assumed  the  office,  which  provides  no  salary. 

Dormant  elm  spraying  was  done  by  helicopter  in  April 
and  will  be  repeated  in  1966. 

Further  spraying  was  done  in  May  under  Mr.  Thacher’s 
direction. 

Beginning  in  June  the  new  superintendent  contracted 
with  licensed  men  to  continue  spraying  throughout  the  Town. 

Two  state  experts  made  a  survey  of  all  our  elms  and  we 
found  two  to  be  infected  with  Dutch  Elm  disease.  These  trees 
have  been  removed. 

An  inventory  as  to  location  and  number  of  elms  in  Har¬ 
wich  has  been  taken  for  future  reference. 

In  conference  with  State  officials,  the  following  timing 
has  been  established  for  effective  spraying  of  various  insects. 
Dormant  Elm  Spray  April  1-10;  Tent  Caterpillar  May  1-10; 
Gypsy  Moth  May  25-30;  Canker  Worms  June  1-10;  Elm  beetle 
July  1-15;  Pine  Looper  July  15-August  1.  In  addition  to  these 
the  Town  may  legally  spray  to  control  Brown  Tail  Moths,  Tent 
Caterpillars,  Oriental  Hag  Moths,  Fall  Web  Moths,  Japanese 
beetles  and  wood  ticks  and  poison  ivy  may  be  sprayed  up  to 
100  feet  on  each  side  of  public  ways. 

It  should  be  noted  that  the  Town  Moth  Superintendent 
may  not  spray  or  remove  diseased  Elms  on  any  State  Road. 

This  department  is  badly  in  need  of  space  to  properly 
store  and  maintain  its  equipment.

As  a  result  of  our  correspondence  with  the  State  His¬ 
torical  Commission  in  regard  to  the  necessary  procedure 
whereby  the  Brooks  Academy  may  be  certified  as  an  Histori¬ 
cal  Site,  a  lengthy  document  was  received  to  be  filled  out  in 
detail.  This  necessitated  much  careful  research  in  order 
to  furnish  the  required  information.  A  location  map  and 
photograph  were  also  included.  At  the  present  time  we  are 
awaiting  a  reply  from  the  State  House.

Some  of  the  trees  with  low  hanging  branches  had  to  be 
trimmed.  There  were  many  complaints  of  these  low  limbs 
hitting  automobiles  as  they  drove  on  the  Town  roads.

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Annual  Report  of  the  Playground 
and  Recreation  Commission 


In  reviewing  the  year  of  1965  for  the  sixteenth  annual 
report  of  the  Harwich  Playground  and  Recreation  Commis¬ 
sion  we  found  many  and  varied  activities  were  crowding  the 
Recreation  Building.  As  11,056  individuals  overflowed  the 
limited  space,  the  need  for  a  large  all-purpose  room  was  re¬ 
emphasized.  Facilities  have  been  provided  for  a  wide  range 
of  programs  to  serve  the  needs  of  the  community  groups, 
from  ballet  to  boating  ad  infinitum.  Refinishing  furniture 
has  steadily  increased  in  popularity  as  the  fifth  year  classes 
grew  under  the  direction  of  our  Recreation  Assistant  Wendell 
Bassett. 

Although  the  Harwich  Junior  Theatre  moved  into  its 
new  Home  in  West  Harwich,  the  Commission  maintains  its 
interest  and  holds  out  a  helping  hand,  providing  rehearsal 
space  all  summer  as  well  as  aid  to  the  Creative  Arts  and 
Drama  Workshops. 

A  few  improvements  have  been  made  in  the  Recreation 
Building,  i.e.  all  the  second  floor  windows  have  been  re¬ 
juvenated  and  thirty-seven  aluminum  units  installed.  It  is 
hoped  that  a  reduction  in  the  fuel  cost  will  follow. 

With  “Kal”  Wynot,  Irene  Packard  and  Jeannie  Woods, 
our  earnest  experienced  instructors,  the  Summer  Sports  Pro¬ 
gram,  under  the  direction  of  Samuel  Stevenson  (“Steve”) 
expanded  with  attendance  and  participation  more  than 
doubling  any  previous  year.  Aquatic  activities  were  again 
the  top  attractions.  On  many  days  the  beach- count  of  sand- 
sitters,  swimmers  and  sail-fishers  numbered  from  700-1000. 

Throughout  our  long  years  of  service,  there  have  been 
remarkably  few  complaints  —  until  last  summer  when  the 
Commission  was  besieged  and  bombarded  by  indignant 
parants,  irate  committees  and  protesting  petitioners,  admit¬ 
tedly  with  some  justification.  The  facilities  and  your  Com¬ 
mission  have  not  kept  pace  with  the  unexpected  beach 
“population  explosion”.  To  help  de-emphasize  the  over¬ 
crowded  conditions  you  may  help  to  extend  the  finished 
beach  at  Sand  Pond  and  enlarge  the  teaching  area  through 
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the  addition  of  another  “H”  dock,  when  you  vote  for  these 
articles  in  the  Warrant. 

The  second  annual  RECREATION  LEADER  POW-WOW 
was  held  in  the  Recreation  Building  on  September  29th,  when 
the  Commission  entertained  leaders  from  many  parts  of  the 
Cape,  at  a  sit-down  JAG  supper.  The  PURPOSE  —  an  in¬ 
formal  exchange  of  problems  and  plans  was  accomplished. 
The  most  important  consideration  by  the  Recreation  Di¬ 
rectors  or  the  Cape  was  a  MIDCAPE  WINTER  POOL  where 
all  might  run  a  much  needed  and  comprehensive  aquatic  pro¬ 
gram. 

Alertness  to  the  needs  of  the  community  is  the  watch¬ 
word  of  the  Commission.  The  ALL  YEAR  ROUND  RECREA¬ 
TION  DIRECTOR  is  our  No.  1  GOAL.  For  eight  long  years, 
since  1958,  we  have  stressed  the  need  for  a  full-time  Director. 
Groups  of  all  ages  have  been  pressuring  the  Commission  to 
sponsor  a  winter  program,  but  WE  ARE  AWARE  that  not  even 
an  earnest  conscientious  volunteer  commission  can  serve  a 
constantly  expanding  program.  WE  ARE  AWARE  of  the  un¬ 
met  needs  which  only  top-flight  recreation  personnel  can 
initiate,  organize  and  supervise.  The  Commission  members 
have  made  a  careful  survey  of  successful  recreation  programs 
not  only  on  Cape  but  in  many  parts  of  the  country,  in  addition 
to  interviews  with  the  National  Education  Association.  It  is 
the  concensus  that  good  professional  leadership  is  more 
vitally  important  than  any  other  factor.  This  request  for  a 
RECREATION  DIRECTOR  needs  your  loyal  support  here, 
where  the  lifeblood  of  the  Cape  is  recreation  in  its  varied 
forms.

Under  provisions  of  Article  63  of  the  1965  Town  Warrant 
the  following  Beach  Committee  was  appointed  by  the  Board 
of  Selectmen  on  July  20,  1965;  Bertha  B.  VanSickle,  F.  Beverly 
Eldredge,  Wayne  H.  Robinson,  Paul  Doane  and  John  C. 
Nicodemus. 

During  the  course  of  our  deliberations  which  continued 
through  December  1,  1965,  the  Beach  Committee: 

1.  Inspected  each  of  the  Town  public  beaches  at  least 
once  and  in  most  cases  several  times,  to  wit:

2.  Reviewed  the  Board  of  Health  contract  for  beach 
cleaning  and  rubbish  removal; 

3.  Reviewed  the  status  of  Case  #45692  Land  Court  in 
Equity,  Shore  Road  Beach,  West  Harwich,  Inhabitants  of  the 
Town  of  Harwich  versus  Keeler  et  al; 
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4.  As  provided  in  Article  63  of  the  1965  Town  Warrant, 
we  appointed  Wayne  H.  Robinson  as  our  representative  on  the 
Waterways  Committee; 

5.  We  made  the  following  recommendations  to  the 
Board  of  Health: 

Long  Pond  West  Beach 

a.  That  a  new  sign  be  made  and  placed  at  the  Long 
Pond  Road  entrance  to  the  parking  lot  reading  “Town 
Beach”  —  with  an  arrow  pointing  toward  the  beach. 

b.  That  a  split-rail  fence  be  placed  separating  the  bog 
from  the  parking  lot  running  south  to  north  and  west 
along  the  beach  area  to  the  boat  ramp. 

c.  That  the  high  ground  be  bulldozed  flat  and  that  sand 
be  brought  in  for  approximately  85  ft.  from  boat 
ramp.  This  area  would  represent  about  one-fourth 
of  the  waterfront  area  owned  by  the  Town  at  this 
beach. 

d.  That  the  parking  of  all  boat  trailers  be  restricted  to 
the  west  side  of  the  parking  lot  and  that  two  signs  to 
this  effect  be  posted,  —  one  near  the  beach  and  the 
other  near  Long  Pond  Road. 

e.  That  the  boat  ramp  be  lengthened  to  the  necessary 
length. 

Salt  Water  Beaches 

a.  That  an  ordinance  be  enacted  confining  the  launch¬ 
ing  and  the  beaching  of  “board  boats”  to  only  one 
posted  area  and  restricted  to  the  following  four 
beaches  —  Pleasant  Road,  Bank  Street,  Red  River 
and  Pleasant  Bay. 

b.  That  appropriate  bumpers  be  built  or  installed  where 
blacktop  roadway  and/or  parking  lot  meet  the  sand 
at  all  beaches  to  prevent  the  continued  and  expensive 
deterioration  of  these  blacktop  installations. 

c.  That  sufficient  quantity  of  top  quality  beach  sand  be 
put  on  Earle  Road  Beach  to  make  it  a  first  class  beach. 

d.  That  the  drifted  sand  at  the  roadway  adjacent  to 
Brooks  Road  Beach  be  cleared  off  to  improve  park¬ 
ing  facilities  at  this  spot. 
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e.  That  the  Town  of  Harwich  charge  non-residents  of 
the  Town  $1.00  for  beach  stickers  and  that  the  park¬ 
ing  lots  at  Pleasant  Road,  Earle  Road,  Bank  Street 
and  Red  River  Beaches  be  posted  with  conspicuous 
signs  that  will  read: —  “This  is  a  Town  of  Harwich 
Beach.  No  parking  except  for  cars  bearing  official 
Town  stickers.  These  stickers  may  be  obtained  at  the 
Harwich  Police  Station,  Sisson  Road,  Harwich  Center.”

Gentlemen: 

I  am  pleased  to  submit  the  following  report  concern¬ 
ing  the  activities  of  the  Legal  Department  of  the  Town. 

Since  appointment  by  the  Selectmen  to  the  position  of 
Town  Counsel  on  April  1st  of  this  year,  the  Legal  Department 
has  submitted  twenty-seven  opinions  to  nine  different  de¬ 
partments  of  the  Town  covering  many  different  phases  of 
municipal  law.  In  the  Superior  Court,  three  pending  land 
damage  cases  arising  out  of  the  taking  for  Andrews  River 
have  been  settled.  One  case  against  the  Highway  Department 
was  tried  before  the  Superior  Court  and  resulted  in  a  finding 
in  favor  of  the  Town.  There  are  presently  pending  in  Barn¬ 
stable  Superior  Court  three  cases  arising  out  of  appeals  from 
action  taken  by  the  Board  of  Appeals  in  granting  variances. 

There  is  pending  in  the  Land  Court  at  Boston  proceedings 
to  determine  ownership  of  the  Shore  Road  Beach  in  West 
Harwich,  and  it  is  anticipated  that  a  final  determination  of 
this  matter  will  be  made  by  the  Court  sometime  during  the 
year  of  1966.  Orders  of  Taking  were  prepared  and  executed  in 
a  number  of  different  matters  affecting  the  growth  and  de¬ 
velopment  of  the  Town. 

All  department  heads  and  members  of  the  various  boards 
with  whom  I  have  dealt  during  the  year  in  handling  legal 
matters  for  the  Town  have  been  most  cooperative.  This 
assistance  has  been  helpful  in  concluding  many  of  these 
cases  in  a  manner  that  has  been  most  beneficial  to  the  Town.

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Report  of  the  Water  Department 


To  the  Citizens  of  the  Town  of  Harwich: 

Herewith  for  your  consideration  is  the  29th  Annual  Re¬ 
port  of  the  Harwich  Water  Department  for  the  year  ending 
December  31,  1965. 

Continuous  growth  of  your  Water  Department  is  con¬ 
firmed  by  statistical  data  which  has  been  compiled  to  date 
and  which  is  appended  to  this  report. 

171  domestic  service  connections  were  made  this  year, 
which  reflects  an  increase  of  12.4%  compared  to  the  preced¬ 
ing  year,  thus  making  a  total  of  3,300  connections  in  the  sys¬ 
tem.  These  installations  were  the  result  of  articles  sanc¬ 
tioned  at  the  Annual  Town  Meeting  and,  also,  stemming  from 
developments  where  the  cost  of  the  project  was  underwritten 
by  the  developer. 

Approximately  four  (4)  miles  of  main  line  work  was  ef¬ 
fected  by  Robert  A.  Munroe,  Company  of  Attleboro,  who  en¬ 
tered  the  lowest  figure  out  of  eleven  bids  submitted.  Bid 
prices,  incidentally,  ranged  from  $17,792.50  to  $37,932.50.  Work 
on  various  streets  and  ways  was  terminated  during  mid-year 
and  fire  protection  and  water  for  domestic  use  was  available 
to  these  residents. 

While  Mr.  Munroe  had  his  men  and  equipment  in  Town, 
he  was  contacted  by  the  Commission  to  lower  two  sections 
of  large  diameter  pipe  on  Uncle  Venies  Road  in  South  Har¬ 
wich  which  did  not  have  adequate  cover  due  to  the  relocation 
of  the  road.  This  pipe  now  has  the  required  depth  cover  of  4'. 

A  lag  in  service  and  maintenance  work  has  plagued  the 
department  for  sometime  because  of  the  ever  increasing  vol¬ 
ume  of  work,  consequently,  it  will  be  necessary  in  1966  to  em¬ 
ploy  the  services  of  an  additional  man  to  help  meet  the 
demands. 

Also,  to  provide  more  efficient  and  accelerated  service  to 
our  takers,  we  are  in  need  of  a  2-way  radio  system  and  are 
requesting  funds  for  this  equipment  in  the  1966  Warrant 
which  we  sincerely  hope  will  be  made  avavilable  to  us. 

The  total  gallons  of  water  pumped  in  1965  amounted  to 
247,425,290  gallons,  a  significant  increase  over  the  previous 
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year.  This  was  due  in  part  to  the  increased  number  of  takers 
and,  especially,  to  the  deficiency  of  rainfall.  Despite  a  heavy 
output  particularly  during  the  summer  months,  our  equip¬ 
ment  proved  adequate  to  cope  with  the  demand,  although 
there  were  periods  when  the  Elevated  Water  Tank  on  Route 
28  in  Harwich  Port  was  perilously  low. 

A  survey  has  been  made  of  the  Water  Distribution  Sys¬ 
tem  by  Whitman  &  Howard,  Engineers,  who  have  since  issued 
a  far  seeing  report  emphasizing  the  vital  importance  of  fu¬ 
ture  Well  Testing,  Development  of  Well  Supplies  and  Addi¬ 
tional  Supply  Mains  and  Storage. 

One  of  the  recommendations  of  this  engineering  firm  is 
to  install  a  12"  and  16"  trunk  water  supply  main  from  the 
existing  three  gravel  packed  wells  to  the  South  Harwich, 
Harwich  Port  and  West  Harwich  areas  for  the  purpose  of  as¬ 
suring  reasonable  fire  protection  and,  also,  to  augment  the 
supply  of  water  in  the  Elevated  Water  Tank  at  critical 
periods. 

Another  of  its  recommendations  deemed  beneficial  to 
the  system  is  to  alter  the  present  telemetering  system  that 
now  controls  the  pump  in  the  Main  Station  so  that  the  high¬ 
est  possible  water  levels  will  be  maintained  at  all  times  in  the 
wells,  pipelines  and  storage  facilities. 

At  the  last  Annual  Town  Meeting  monies  were  appro¬ 
priated  for  a  Well  Testing  Survey  which  was  conducted  un¬ 
der  the  supervision  of  Whitman  &  Howard,  Engineers.  Test¬ 
ing  v/as  carried  out  at  several  locations  in  the  Town.  One  of 
the  sites  was  in  the  Holmes  Forest  area  in  South  Harwich 
where  a  battery  of  six  (6)  wells  were  driven.  A  continuous 
pumping  test  was  run  for  a  period  of  five  (5)  days  at  this 
particular  site  to  determine  the  actual  drawdown  and  the 
gallons  pumped  per  minute.  The  test  proved  that  from  one 
of  the  wells  in  this  group  approximately  600,000  gallons  of 
water  per  day  could  be  obtained  and  samples  were  sent  to  the 
State  Department  of  Public  Health  and  found  to  be  of  good 
quality.  Engineers  from  the  firm  of  Whitman  &  Howard  rec¬ 
ommend  that  further  testing  be  conducted  in  this  particular 
area  as  they  feel  it  has  great  potential  as  far  as  quantity  and 
quality  of  water  are  concerned. 

It  was  discovered  during  the  year  that  the  land  abut¬ 
ting  the  water  shed  on  the  north  boundary  was  less  than  the 
required  distance  from  the  No.  1,  No.  2  and  No.  3  wells  located 
at  the  Main  Station.  The  Commission  has  proceeded  to  take 
appropriate  measures  for  acquisition  of  this  land  and  an 
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article  will  be  introduced  in  the  1966  Warrant  for  the  pur¬ 
chase  or  taking  by  eminent  domain  of  this  property. 

During  the  summer  of  1964,  the  New  England  Fire  In¬ 
surance  Rating  Bureau  of  Boston  conducted  a  fire  flow 
test  at  various  locations  in  the  Town.  This  year  a  report  was 
issued  containing  recommendations  for  improvement  of  fire 
protection  for  both  the  Fire  and  Water  Divisions.  A  number 
of  these  recommendations  have  already  been  met,  however, 
there  will  be  others  enforced  at  the  earliest  possible  date. 

Installation  of  the  telemetering  device  with  recording 
charts  voted  at  the  Annual  Town  Meeting  was  made  early  in 
July.  This  was  installed  from  the  Standpipe  at  Brooks  Park 
to  the  Fire  Station  on  Bank  Street  and  is  proving  most  bene¬ 
ficial  to  both  departments. 

Bids  for  a  Compressor,  a  Tractor  and  y2  ton  Truck  were 
advertised  and  opened  early  in  the  year.  The  Commission  ap¬ 
proved  a  Lindsay  Compressor,  a  Case  Tractor  with  Backhoe 
and  Loader  and,  also,  a  GMC  y2- ton  Truck.  This  year  we 
are  requesting  funds  for  a  %-ton  Truck  to  replace  the  1957 
vehicle  now  owned  by  the  Department  and  becoming  too 
costly  to  maintain. 

Also,  bids  were  opened  late  in  the  year  for  Cleaning  and 
Painting  the  Elevated  Water  Tank  and  the  award  was  made 
to  Roy  O.  Leonard  of  Framingham.  The  interior  of  the  tank 
was  drained  and  three  (3)  coats  of  paint  applied  with  two 
(2)  applications  of  paint  made  on  the  exterior  of  the  struc¬ 
ture.  While  working  on  the  tank,  it  was  noted  numerous  re¬ 
pairs  v/ere  essential  for  safety  measures.  The  Commission 
negotiated  with  Mr.  Leonard  who  agreed  to  effect  this  extra 
work  for  an  additional  sum  of  $1,780.  Repairs  consisted  of 
removing  spider  and  rods  from  inside  tank,  removing  and 
replacing  bolts  and  nuts  on  catwalk  and  cutting  out  and 
welding  rungs  in  ladder  on  roof.  The  project  was  completed 
early  in  December  and  a  very  satisfactory  job  was  performed. 

Receipts  for  1965  totaled  approximately  $137,000,  a  sub¬ 
stantial  increase  over  1964  primarily  due  to  the  increase  in 
water  rates  which  became  effective  January  1  and  the  added 
number  of  new  accounts. 

During  the  year  it  was  discovered  in  checking  the  records 
that  the  Water  Department  was  suffering  a  decided  loss  in 
revenue  on  service  connections.  This  was  attributed  to  the 
rise  in  the  cost  of  materials  and  it  was  deemed  advisable  to 
make  charges  on  the  actual  cost  basis  from  the  streetline  to 
the  meter  location.  In  this  way  we  will  at  least  break  even. 
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The  Board  reorganized  early  in  March  with  Francis  J. 
Hibbert,  Chairman,  Robert  J.  Chase,  Secretary  and  Chester 
A.  Robinson,  Jr.  elected  for  a  three  year  term.  Regular  meet¬ 
ings  were  held  bimonthly  plus  meetings  with  the  Selectmen, 
Planning  Board  and  Finance  Committee. 

In  closing,  we  wish  to  express  our  appreciation  to  the 
Town  Officials  and  Department  Heads  for  their  cooperation 
during  the  year  past  and  to  our  Personnel  for  faithfully  per¬ 
forming  their  varied  duties.  Also,  we  again  wish  to  extend 
an  invitation  to  all  to  inspect  our  department  at  their  con¬ 
venience.

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Report  of  the  School  Committee 

1965 

The  year  now  just  closing  has  been  a  busy  and  eventful 

one. 

First  meeting  was  on  March  8,  1965.  Mr.  Milton  L. 
Cahoon  was  elected  Chairman  and  Superintendent  Morgan 
was  appointed  Secretary. 

Besides  the  regular  schools  the  Committee  has  sponsored 
a  remedial  summer  school  for  elementary  pupils  and  an  adult 
evening  school  both  in  Vocational  and  Liberal  Arts  work. 

Harwich  has  continued  as  a  member  of  Joint  Supervisory 
Union  No.  16.  Three  Joint  Meetings  with  Chatham  have  been 
held.  At  the  November  meeting  it  was  agreed  to  discontinue 
the  practice  of  employing  joint  music  employees.  Beginning 
in  September  each  Town  will  have  its  own  full  time  personnel. 
Mr.  Whitney  Tileston  will  supervise  vocal  music  in  all  grades 
in  Chatham  while  Mrs.  Iris  McKenney  will  work  similarly 
in  Harwich.  Mr.  Griffith’s  successor  will  have  charge  of  all  in¬ 
strumental  music  in  Chatham  and  Mr.  Piccolo  will  spend  all 
of  his  time  in  Harwich. 

The  Harwich  and  Chatham  Committees  on  an  equal  share 
basis  engaged  Mr.  John  Filler  as  Youth  Adjustment  Counselor 
in  grades  K  through  8.  State  reimbursement  is  $4500  of  the 
salary  for  this  position. 

The  Joint  Committees  also  appointed  Mr.  James  Williston 
as  Speech  Therapist  for  both  towns  on  the  same  50-50  basis. 

Harwich  has  filled  the  position  of  Elementary  Supervisor 
and  Coordinator  left  vacant  by  the  retirement  of  Dr.  Chace  by 
the  appointment  of  Mr.  Charles  Saben  of  Hanover,  N.  H. 

In  September  53  Harwich  pupils  transferred  to  Holy 
Trinity  School  in  West  Harwich.  On  the  surface  it  would  ap¬ 
pear  that  this  would  result  in  a  large  reduction  in  elementary 
school  costs.  This  is  not  so.  Only  in  the  first  grade  did  enough 
pupils  leave  to  make  a  reduction  in  the  teaching  staff  possi¬ 
ble.  One  first  grade  position  was  eliminated.  In  the  first  grade 
19  left,  second  grade  15  left,  in  the  third  grade  9,  and  in  the 
fourth  grade  10.  Of  these  6  have  returned  to  Harwich  Schools. 
Had  those  leaving  all  been  in  the  same  grade  the  resulting 
impact  on  the  school  system  would  have  been  greater.  As  it 
was,  it  was  very  slight. 

Transportation  for  the  Harwich  Holy  Trinity  School 
children  is  provided  by  the  School  Committee.  This  is  a  legal 
requirement.  Extra  cost  for  this  year  will  be  $450. 
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The  school  transportation  contracts  come  up  for  award 
this  year.  The  Committee  has  requested  no  additional  funds 
for  possible  higher  bids.  However,  the  Finance  Committee  has 
been  informed  of  this  and  advised  that  funds  should  be  placed 
in  the  budget  now  or  there  should  be  an  understanding  that 
they  will  be  available  later  in  case  the  bids  come  in  appre¬ 
ciably  higher. 

A  special  class  for  the  Junior  High  School  age  group  was 
set  up  this  year.  The  teacher  is  Mr.  Robert  Brigham  who 
previously  taught  in  the  junior  high  school  grades.  State  Aid 
is  50%  of  all  costs. 

During  the  school  year  1964-1965  the  entire  school  staff, 
under  the  co-chairmanship  of  Mr.  Letts  and  Mr.  Nesmith, 
wrote  new  courses  of  study  for  all  subjects  in  both  the  ele¬ 
mentary  and  secondary  grades.  The  teachers  divided  them¬ 
selves  into  groups,  each  group  working  on  a  different  area. 
In  the  end  Harwich  had  a  modern  up-to-date  school  curriculum. 
This  was  a  truly  great  accomplishment  for  the  teachers  in  a 
small  school  system  and  received  state-wide  commendation  as 
well  as  all  over  the  Cape.  When  the  task  was  complete,  and  it 
required  a  year,  some  of  the  High  School  girls  in  the  business 
education  classes  under  the  direction  of  their  teacher,  Miss 
Meredith  Drew,  organized,  mimeographed,  punched  and  bound 
the  over  2,000  pages  in  separate  books. 

This  was  done  after  school  in  the  spring  and  during  the 
summer  months,  and  represented  a  tremendous  saving 
financially. 

Mr.  Letts  and  Mr.  Nesmith,  the  Co-chairmen,  and  all  con¬ 
cerned  in  this  project  should  be  most  highly  commended  for 
presenting  Harwich  an  outstanding  curriculum  for  the  guid¬ 
ance  of  all  teachers  old  and  new. 

In  1966  the  School  Budget  is  up  9.75%.  In  1964  it  was  up 
18.2%,  in  1965  it  was  up  11.5%.  This  is  the  second  year  in 
succession  that  the  Budget  increase  has  dropped  percentage¬ 
wise. 

The  Committee  feels  that  1965  has  been  a  productive 
year.  It  feels  that  Harwich  has  a  school  system  that  com¬ 
pares  favorably  with  neighboring  schools.  The  support  given 
to  the  Committee  by  parents  and  taxpayers  has  been  very 
much  appreciated.  The  Committee  hopes  that  1967  will  show 
continued  progress  in  the  interest  of  all  the  pupils  in  Harwich.

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REPORT  OF  THE  SUPERINTENDENT  OF  SCHOOLS 


Recently  the  question  was  raised  as  to  why,  in  eleven 
years,  the  school  budget  of  $154,759  in  1954  had  risen  to 
$612,506?  This  is  a  good  question,  one  worthy  of  a  carefully 
considered,  detailed,  frank  answer.  At  least  once  in  a  decade 
the  changes  that  have  taken  place  and  the  reasons  for  them 
should  be  reviewed.  To  understand  the  present  it  is  necessary 
to  compare  with  the  past.  It  is  important  to  evaluate  develop¬ 
ments;  to  ascertain  whether  or  not  progress  has  been  made. 
It  is  important  to  find  out  whether  or  not  children  have  re¬ 
ceived  enough  more  and  better  instruction  to  justify  the  cost. 

Purpose  of  Report 

This  report  will  be  devoted  to  an  honest  attempt  to 
describe  the  school  system  in  1954,  discuss  the  changes  that 
have  taken  place  since,  and  compare  the  schools  of  today 
with  those  of  1954  both  as  to  degree  of  excellence  and  costs. 

The  whole  matter  could  be  briefly  summarized  by  the 
statement  “that  school  population  has  increased,  prices  have 
risen  and  improvements  have  been  made.”  However,  such  a 
simple  statement  would  not  satisfy  the  critics  of  “school 
spending.” 

Review  of  Status  of  Schools  in  1954 

In  1954  there  were  32.4  staff  members  distributed  as  fol¬ 
lows:  High  School  (grades  8-12)  9  regular  and  1  physical 
education  teacher  and  a  principal;  Brooks  Academy  (Grades 
6  &  7)  4  teachers,  no  principal;  Elementary  School  12  regular 
teachers,  1  physical  education  teacher,  one  remedial  teacher, 
a  principal,  and  supervisors  in  elementary  and  high  school 
instrumental  music,  drawing,  vocal  music  and  elementary 
supervision. 

These  5  persons  spent  .4  of  the  week  each  in  Harwich. 
Thus  their  total  time  in  Harwich  amounted  to  2  full  time  po¬ 
sitions.  They  also  worked  in  Chatham  (.3),  Orleans  (.2),  and 
Eastham  (.1)  to  fill  out  their  programs. 

The  1  remedial  teacher  was  the  forerunner  of  the  pres¬ 
ent  special  education  program  for  slow  learners.  Total  school 
enrollment  was  614  pupils  —  135  grades  9-12,  96  grades  7  &  8 
and  383  elementary.  The  median  class  size  in  the  elementary 
schools  was  27.  Figures  are  not  readily  available  for  the 
median  grades  7-12.  The  class  size  was  slightly  greater  in 
numbers  than  the  accepted  maximum  standard.  The  platform 
of  the  National  Education  Association,  Department  of  Class¬ 
room  teachers  states  “that  in  the  elementary  school  a  pupil- 
teacher  ratio  of  1  to  25  should  be  maintained  and  that  class 
size  should  not  exceed  30  pupils  per  teacher.  It  is  clear  from 
the  statistics  preceding  that  the  school  system  had  not  ex- 
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panded  much  beyond  a  fundamental  teacher-classroom-pupil 
basis.  There  was  a  beginning  in  special  instruction  for  the 
slow  learner  (a  remedial  teacher).  There  was  little  special 
attention  for  the  physically  handicapped,  the  emotionally 
disturbed  or  those  with  speech  defects.  In  the  High  School 
the  curriculum  offered  few  choices  to  provide  for  the  widely 
varied  interests  and  abilities  of  the  pupils.  It  was  pretty  much 
confined  to  college  preparatory  and  commercial  courses  with  a 
few  general  subjects  for  the  large  remaining  group  of  pupils. 

Equipment  at  the  elementary  and  secondary  levels  was 
limited. 

Four  classes  were  maintained  in  a  sub-standard  building 
which  modern  education  had  long  since  passed  by. 

The  Visiting  Nurse  served  the  needs  of  both  the  school 
children  and  the  general  public.  Her  salary  was  largely  paid 
through  funds  raised  by  the  Visiting  Nurse  Association;  only 
a  small  amount  came  from  the  school  budget. 

The  Guidance  Department  was  limited  to  a  half-time  po¬ 
sition. 

In  the  Superintendent’s  office  clerical  aid  amounted  to  2 
persons  each  spending  .4  time  for  Harwich  or  a  total  of  .8  of 
a  full  time  secretary.  No  clerical  help  was  available  in  any  of 
the  other  school  offices. 

A  part-time  dental  clinic  wTas  operated,  with  the  aid  of 
the  Visiting  Nurse  Association  and  did  a  good  job. 

Two  custodians  cared  for  the  buildings  and  grounds  at 
the  High  School  and  Brooks  Academy,  and  two  more  were  at 
the  new,  three-level  Elementary  School — a  grand  total  of  four 
for  the  three  school  plants. 

The  able,  hard-working,  young  school  superintendent  had 
to  extend  himself  over  four  towns,  four  school  committees, 
four  building  committees,  three  high  schools  and  the  elemen¬ 
tary  school  population  of  four  communities.  This  at  a  time  of 
great  teacher  shortage  when  the  filling  of  each  position  was  a 
major  struggle. 

The  Town  had  good  teachers,  a  limited  number  of  part- 
time  supervisors  and  special  teachers,  a  high  school  with 
limited  space,*  limited  curriculum  and  limited  equipment.  The 
schools  were  trying  to  do  a  big  job  with  a  limited  $157,000 
budget  and  insufficient  space. 


*Note  For  example,  the  gymnasium  was  limited  by  law 
to  200  occupants.  At  basketball  games  after  the  participants 
were  counted  only  125  spectators  could  be  legally  present.  The 
235  pupils  in  the  building  could  not  meet  for  assembly  at  one 
time.  In  the  cafeteria  dishes  for  200  were  washed  by  hand  due 
to  lack  of  space  for  the  installation  of  a  dishwashing  machine. 
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In  describing  the  situation  in  1954  the  salaries  of  person¬ 
nel  should  be  reviewed.  The  2.0  supervisors  were  paid  an  aver¬ 
age  of  $3,350  per  year.  The  28  teachers  and  2  principals  re¬ 
ceived  $94,977.65  —  an  average  of  something  like  $3,150. 
Total  cost  for  custodians  was  $10,189.73  —  average  per  man, 
$2,545. 

Although  the  schools  had  many  needs,  most  of  which 
were  blocked  by  lack  of  space,  the  awakening  had  already 
taken  place  —  the  spirit  of  progress  was  in  the  air.  One  ele¬ 
mentary  school  had  already  been  built,  the  addition  to  it  was 
almost  ready  for  occupancy.  It  should  be  pointed  out  that  the 
completion  of  the  Elementary  School  addition  made  possible 
the  beginning  of  special  education,  the  establishment  of  a  Kin¬ 
dergarten  and  other  important  programs. 

The  School  Committee  report  for  1954  signed  by  E.  Gor¬ 
ham  Nickerson,  H.  William  Morey  and  Margaret  Leonard 
says,  among  other  things,  “the  Committee  urgently  requests 
that  immediate  thought  be  given  to  the  problem  of  solving 
housing  on  the  high  school  level.”  Progress  in  the  schools 
was  blocked  almost  ten  years  before  this  request  was  heeded 
and  a  new  high  school  became  a  reality. 

In  the  Committee’s  report  there  was  also  the  following 
statement  in  regard  to  the  first  teachers’  salary  schedule 
adopted  in  Harwich,  “established  salaries  are  $3,000  per  year 
minimum  and  $4,600  maximum  for  B.S.  or  B.A.  degree”  .  .  . 
“and  $3,500  minimum  to  $5,100  maximum  for  M.A.  degree  plus 
one  year  of  graduate  work”.  The  adoption  of  this  schedule 
was  an  important  step  forward  in  securing  and  retaining 
good  teachers.  The  Committee  also  reported  on  increasing  the 
Guidance  service  as  of  September  1954. 

In  this  same  year  the  report  of  the  Superintendent  of 
Schools  also  dwells  on  the  matter  of  the  need  for  better  second¬ 
ary  school  facilities.  Superintendent  Herbert  Hoyt  stated, 
“However,  it  must  be  realized  that  larger  and  larger  classes 
are  now  moving  into  junior  high  school  and  that  we  are  now 
faced  with  space  needs  for  grades  7-12.”  In  his  report  Mr. 
Hoyt  also  discussed  the  need  for  more  school  libraries,  entered 
a  plea  for  kindergartens,  discussed  plans  for  special  education 
(a  trainable  special  class),  the  addition  of  more  instrumental 
music  teaching  time,  and  the  previous  appointment  of  a  part- 
time  Elementary  Supervisor. 

Thus  it  was  clear  that  School  Committee  and  Superinten¬ 
dent  recognized  the  problems  facing  the  schools  and  were 
ready  and  eager  to  assume  leadership  in  the  decade  of  growth 
that  most  people  feel  has  taken  place.  From  the  foregoing 
statements  it  is  obvious  that  1954  was  an  epic  year  in  the 
annals  of  the  Harwich  schools. 
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No  attempt  will  be  made  to  trace  the  changes  since  as 
they  took  place  year  by  year  but  only  to  compare  the  schools 
in  1965  with  those  of  1954. 

In  1965  the  32.4  total  staff  members  of  1954  have  become 
60.9,  the  13.5  in  the  secondary  schools  have  become  28.2,  the 
17  in  the.  elementary  schools  are  now  25.7  and  the  supervisory 
and  special  teaching  staff  of  2.0  are  7.  The  total  increase  of 
88%. has  been  due  to  the  increase  in  number  of  pupils,  the  ex¬ 
pansion  of  the  curriculum  and  the  addition  of  teachers  to 
keep  the  class  size  down. 

Secondary  School  Enrollment  and  Staff 

On  the  secondary  school  level  the  135  pupils  in  grades 
9-12  had  grown  to  240  (up  78%)  and  the  96  in  grades  7-8  had 
become  159  (up  66%).  The  graduating  class  in  1954  was  28, 
in  1965  it  was  50  (up  79  % ) . 

Median  class  size  figures  for  1954  are  not  readily  avail¬ 
able.  However,  they  are  obtainable  for  1965  and  comparative 
data  (1962)  in  our  size  group  (33  towns  under  5,000  population 
maintaining  high  schools)  as  well  as  those  for  the  state  are  at 
hand.  In  our  group  the  median  was  19.4  for  grades  9-12  and 
24.9  for  grades  7-8.  In  Harwich  comparative  figures  are  15 
for  grades  9-12  and  17  for  7-8.  This  lower  class  size  reflects 
an  attempt  to  provide  better  instruction  and  more  teacher  time 
for  each  pupil  at  the  crucial  junior  high  school  age  as  well  as 
a  richer  offering  leading  to  a  better  preparation  for  life  and  a 
better  preparation  for  higher  education  for  high  school  pupils. 
Small  towns  having  no  choice  other  than  to  maintain  their  own 
high  schools  have  only  two  alternatives.  First,  to  offer  a 
streamlined,  inadequate,  skeleton  curriculum  which,  in  effect, 
puts  all  of  the  pupils  pretty  much  through  the  same  mill  and 
second,  to  add  services  to  provide  a  broader  and  richer  offering 
in  order  that  the  needs  of  the  pupils  as  individuals  may  be 
better  served.  Naturally,  and  this  is  true  in  Harwich,  the 
second  course  costs  more  for  it  requires  more  of  everything, 
books,  supplies,  equipment,  plant  and  teachers.  The  first 
policy  is  less  expensive  for  by  putting  all  the  pupils  through 
the  same  mill,  class  size  is  increased  and  the  number  of  those 
dropping  (frozen)  out  at  the  end  of  the  compulsory  school 
age  or  during  grades  8,  9,  10  and  11  becomes  much  larger. 
Nation  wide,  over  40%  of  the  pupils  entering  grade  1  do  not 
finish  grade  12.  Many  schools  offer  little  to  suit  their  needs  and 
they  become  frustrated  and  discouraged  and  as  soon  as  they 
become  16,  or  shortly  thereafter,  leave  to  pick  up  whatever 
jobs  they  can  find.  In  good  times  they  can  get  some  kind  of 
unskilled  work  to  do.  When  they  fall  upon  hard  times  they  are 
almost  the  first  to  go  on  the  list  of  the  unemployed.  They 
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leave  school  with  poor  equipment  for  a  successful,  useful  and 
happy  life.  The  Harwich  schools  are  trying  to  offer  a  curricu¬ 
lum  that  will  keep  all  pupils  in  school  to  gain  a  good  training 
for  useful  lives  in  the  future.  While  this  is  comparatively  easy 
in  schools  of  500  or  over  (Dr.  Conant  stated  that  no  high 
school  should  have  a  graduating  class  of  under  100)  and  it 
would  require  a  school  of  500  or  over  to  graduate  100  it  is 
most  difficult  and  costly  in  small  high  schools,  with  enroll¬ 
ments  of  under  250,  such  as  Harwich,  Chatham,  Provincetown 
and  Sandwich.  Confronted  by  this  situation  parents,  taxpayers 
and  school  officials  must  decide  whether  the  pupils  are  to  take 
the  high  road  or  the  low  road  and  support  them  accordingly. 

It  has  been  previously  stated  that  the  1954  secondary  school 
staff  numbered  13.5  and  in  1965  it  has  become  28.2  while  the 
number  of  pupils  was  increasing  from  231  to  399  (72.7%). 
While  this  represents  a  solid  growth  it  does  not  account  for 
the  staff  increase  of  over  100%.  However,  higher  enrollment 
both  in  grades  7-8  and  9-12  does  account  for  the  larger  part  of 
the  increase.  It  explains  the  three  teachers  instead  of  two 
necessary  in  junior  high  grades  (7-8),  it  explains  almost  an 
extra  teacher  in  each  of  the  following  subjects:  social  studies, 
shop,  household  arts,  English,  foreign  languages,  business  sub¬ 
jects,  natural  sciences,  mathematics  and  physical  education.  It 
is  reasonable  that  a  72.7%  growth  in  numbers  would  require 
all  or  a  large  number  of  the  above.  However,  it  does  not  ac¬ 
count  for  the  addition  of  a  full  time  librarian,  a  full  time  guid¬ 
ance  director  instead  of  half-time,  a  teacher  of  French  for 
grades  7-8,  a  special  class  for  junior  high  school  age,  addi¬ 
tional  subjects  in  some  departments,  advanced  projects  group 
in  sciences,  and  smaller  classes  for  slow,  average  and  bright 
groups.  These  are  only  explained  by  the  desire  of  school  offi¬ 
cials,  approved  by  parents  and  taxpayers,  to  enrich  the  cur¬ 
riculum  and  provide  more  teaching  time  for  the  individual 
pupil.  This,  it  is  believed,  is  progress  of  which  all  should  be 
proud. 

Elementary  Staff  and  Enrollment  Growth 

During  the  eleven-year  period  under  consideration  the 
number  of  elementary  pupils  in  grades  1-6  increased  from  383 
to  506*  (plus  81  in  Kindergarten).  Median  class  size  in  1954 
was  27  —  now  it  is  24f .  The  National  Education  Association’s 
recommendation  of  a  teacher-pupil  ratio  of  1  to  25  has  already

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been  mentioned.  According  to  the  latest  figures  available  to  me 
(Oct.  1962)  Massachusetts  median  elementary  class  size  in  the 
33  towns  of  our  group  (previously  mentioned)  was  26.2  —  the 
State  median  was  28.8.  So  we  have  a  lower  class  size  than 
that  recommended  by  the  N.  E.  A.,  than  the  median  of  either 
our  group  or  the  State  as  a  whole  —  a  situation  that  should 
please  parents  and  educators  alike.  The  number  of  pupils  who 
share  the  classroom  and  the  teacher’s  attention  determine, 
other  things  being  equal,  the  quantity  and  quality  of  the  edu¬ 
cational  and  personal  service  a  teacher  can  give  to  the  individ¬ 
ual  pupil. 

The  growth  in  the  number  of  elementary  pupils  from  383 
to  506  (plus  81  in  the  kindergartens)  shows  that  although  the 
increase  in  number  of  teachers  was  due  mainly  to  higher  en¬ 
rollment  there  were  other  reasons.  Desire  to  reduce  class  size 
was  a  factor  (down  from  27  to  24) .  The  establishment  of  kin¬ 
dergartens  was  another.  Specifically,  of  the  8.7  added  teachers, 
4.2  were  due  to  increased  enrollment,  two  were  to  lowTer  the 
size  of  classes,  li/2  were  because  of  the  new  kindergartens,  and 
one  for  the  establishing  of  a  second  special  class§.  Next 
September  elementary  class  size  will  probably  be  larger  since 
only  three  teachers  are  planned  to  take  care  of  the  89  pupils 
now  in  four  grade  two  classes. 

Added  Services 

How  did  the  2.0  supervisors  and  special  teachers  increase 
to  seven?  In  the  field  of  instrumental  music  during  these 
eleven  years  music  teaching  time  has  increased  from  two  men 
.4  full  time  to  .5  each.  Expansion  here  has  not  kept  up  with 
pupil  growth. 

The  part-time  elementary  supervisor  (.4)  has  been  re¬ 
placed  by  a  full  time  man  but  grades  7-8  have  been  added  to 
his  responsibilities. 

The  vocal  music  instruction  has  been  increased  from  .4  to 
a  full  time  position. 

In  art  we  now  have  two  full  time  instructors,  one  for  ele¬ 
mentary  schools  and  one  for  the  Junior-Senior  High  School. 

In  addition,  a  special  teacher  of  developmental  and  re¬ 
medial  reading  has  been  added. 

Since  September  1965  Harwich  has  shared  a  Youth 
Adjustment  Counselor  for  grades  K-8  equally  with  Chatham. 
His  report  is  appended.  This  was  done  after  a  search  of  several 


There  are  two  elementary  special  class  teachers — 
one  would  be  considered  the  replacement  of  the  re¬ 
medial  teacher  included  in  the  staff  count  for  1954. 
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years  for  an  available,  qualified  person.  It  should  perhaps  be 
pointed  .  out  that  State  reimbursement  for  this  position  is 
higher  than  for  any  other  staff  member  —  $4,500. 

In  1962,  also  in  conjunction  with  Chatham,  a  Speech 
Therapist  was  engaged.  Subsequently  we  were  without  this 
service  for  two  years  due  to  inability  to  find  a  qualified  person. 
In  September  the  services  of  Mr.  Williston  were  obtained.  His 
report  also  is  appended.  Of  these  5  added  positions  a  total  of  2 
might  be  charged  off  to  increase  in  enrollment.  They  are: 
music  .8,  art  .6,  and  elementary  supervisor  .6. 

However,  an  art  position  (1),  the  special  reading  teacher 
(1),  the  youth  adjustment  counselor  (.5)  and  the  speech 
therapist  (.5),  total  3,  must  be  described  as  added  services. 

Staff  Salaries 

In  1954  teachers  salaries  averaged  about  $3,150  per  year, 
supervisors  and  special  teachers  slightly  more.  The  new  sched¬ 
ule,  voted  February  26,  partly  effective  as  of  September,  gave 
them  a  range  of  from  $3,000  to  $4,600  for  the  bachelor’s 
degree  and  a  top  for  two  years  additional  training  of  $5,100. 
According  to  the  last  figures  available  the  salary  of  the  aver¬ 
age  staff  member  is  $7,300.  The  minimum  required  by  law  for 
a  teacher  with  bachelor’s  degree  is  $5,000.  The  minimum  in 
Harwich  is  exactly  the  State  minimum  ($5,000).  Bachelor’s 
maximum  is  $7,700  and  the  maximum  with  two  years  train¬ 
ing  above  the  bachelor’s  degree  is  $8,800.  In  spite  of  these 
creditable  figures,  13  of  other  22  towns  on  the  Cape  and  the 
Islands  will  have  higher  teacher  salary  minimums  than  Har¬ 
wich  and  will  have  higher  maximums  next  September. 

The  budget  has  been  multiplied  by  four  since  1954,  the 
number  of  teachers  has  almost  doubled  and  their  salaries  have 
more  than  doubled.  This  also  gives  a  multiplying  factor  of 
four.  The  greatest  part  of  the  budget  increase  since  1954  has 
been  in  the  staff  salary  item.  Salaries  totaled  $103,114.81  in 
1954.  In  1965  they  were  approximately  $410,000  —  about  four 
times  as  much,  and  yet  we  are  at  best  only  keeping  pace  with 
the  times.  Salaries  will  amount  to  80.3%  of  the  1966  school 
budget. 


Custodial  Services 

Three  plants  are  maintained  at  present.  Brooks  was  closed 
when  the  new  500  pupil  Junior-Senior  High  School  was 
opened.  As  mentioned  before,  four  custodians  took  care  of  the 
three  small  buildings  in  1954.  One  was  engaged  when  the  Ele¬ 
mentary  School  addition  was  built.  Five  men  and  a  matron 
were  added  when  the  new  Junior-Senior  High  School  was 
opened  —  a  grand  total  of  eleven  instead  of  four.  Average 
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salaries  in  1965  are  approximately  $4,200  as  compared  to 
$2,545  in  1954.  Custodial  salaries  have  not  kept  pace  with 
other  advancing  costs.  The  new  schedule  of  $4,300  minimum 
to  $5,100  maximum  should  help  to  secure  good  men  for  this 
important  and  not  simple  and  not  easy  work.  It  is  very  difficult 
to  find  good  custodians. 

Plant 

In  1954  the  total  fuel  bill  was  $6,055.76.  This  year  it  will 
be  over  $16,000.  The  cost  of  heating  the  new  high  school  (and 
by  comparison  it  has  not  proved  to  be  an  expensive  building  to 
heat)  is  $8,000  which  is  more  than  the  total  for  the  three  small 
buildings  when  they  were  in  use.  We  use  and  heat  the  Ele¬ 
mentary  School  with  its  addition  and  the  old  High  School 
Building.  When  discussing  costs  of  the  maintenance  of  plant  it 
should  be  kept  in  mind  that  when  the  old  High  School  was 
built  it  was  too  small,  when  the  original  Elementary  School 
wTas  constructed  it  was  inadequate,  when  the  addition  was 
made  to  the  Elementary  School  it  was  not  large  enough.  How¬ 
ever,  when  the  Junior-Senior  High  School  was  built  it  was 
planned  for  500  pupils,  even  though  there  were  only  350  to 
attend  it  on  opening  day.  It  had  extra  rooms  in  both  junior 
high  and  senior  high  buildings,  it  freed  the  old  High  School 
for  elementary  school  use.  When  the  total  transfer  of  pupils 
was  over  there  were  extra  rooms  in  all  schools,  Elementary, 
old  High  School  (Intermediate)  and  the  new  Junior-Senior 
High  school.  In  addition  the  Town  secured  a  fine  Auditorium, 
Gymnasium  and  Cafeteria  for  Town  as  well  as  school  use. 
These  facilities  were  made  larger  than  school  use  required  in 
order  that  they  might  be  useful  to  the  whole  Town  as  well  as 
the  schools.  And  perhaps  most  important  ancient  Brooks  Acad¬ 
emy  Building  was  closed  forever.  The  extra  facilities  had  to 
be  paid  for  and  temporarily  they  have  to  be  maintained  even 
though  unused.  Most  certainly  the  extra  funds  expended 
should  be  regarded  as  an  investment. 

The  “large  planning”  will  mean  avoiding  small  and  ex¬ 
pensive  additions  at  higher  prices  and  will  give  the  Town  a 
chance  to  catch  its  breath  before  again  facing  the  problem 
of  capital  outlay  for  new  school  plant.  Harwich  is  one  of  the 
few,  possibly  the  only  community  in  Massachusetts,  having 
room  for  future  growth  at  every  level  of  local  education.  It 
would  appear  that  the  taxpayers  under  the  leadership  of  a 
wise  and  forward  looking  Building  Committee  did  an  unusually 
good  planning  job  from  the  standpoint  of  the  present  and  the 
future. 

The  situations  in  1954  and  at  present  might  be  summar¬ 
ized  simply  on  the  following  points. 
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Brief  Comparison  1954  and  1965 

In  these  eleven  years  the  schools  and  Town  have  gone 
from: 

1.  Inadequate,  crowded  plant  to  modern,  up-to-date,  roomy 
facilities 

2.  Limited  teaching  equipment  to  good  teaching  equipment 

3.  Limited  curriculum  to  Multi-track  curriculum 

4.  Limited  special  services  to  standard  special  services 

5.  Good  class  size  to  lower  class  size 

6.  Fair  personnel  pay  and  working  conditions  to  better  per¬ 
sonnel  pay  and  better  working  conditions 

7.  Little  special  education  to  a  reasonably  complete  education 
program  for  the  mentally  retarded  as  well  as  the  physically 
handicapped  —  and  more  attention  to  the  progress  of 
bright  pupils. 

And 

The  Town  has  acquired  for  the  use  of  all : 

a)  A  fine  auditorium  in  place  of  the  Exchange  Hall 

b)  A  fine  recreational  facility  which  is  also  available  for 
groups  too  large  for  the  600  persons  auditorium 

c)  A  fine  place  for  banquets  —  the  new  High  School  Cafeteria 

d)  Several  athletic  fields 

Conclusion 

Over  the  years  great  needs  in  the  schools  had  accumulat¬ 
ed.  Their  satisfaction  had  been  blocked  by  lack  of  space.  When 
this  became  available  there  were  many  things  to  do  and  after 
the  long  wating  period  they  needed  to  be  done  at  once.  The 
School  Committee  have  done  most  of  them.  The  cost  has  been 
great  but  the  improvement  in  the  schools  has  been  equally 
great,  or  greater.  Harwich  now  has  a  school  system  of  which 
it  can  well  be  proud.  It  compares  very  favorably  with  good, 
larger  systems  as  to  staff,  plant  and  program.  It  is  hoped  that 
with  this  beginning,  the  schools  will  be  continually  improved 
in  the  following  years  until  the  time  comes  when  every  child 
entering  its  doors  shall  go  forth  ready  to  lead  a  successful, 
useful,  happy  life.

Report  of  Assistant  to  the  Director : 

Last  spring  an  exhibit  at  the  Jr-Sr  High  School  marked 
the  end  of  a  very  successful  year  of  the  Adult  Evening  School 
Program. 

In  September  well  over  two  hundred  adults  registered  for 
courses  in  the  evening  classes  for  the  current  school  year.  In¬ 
struction  is  being  given  in  Sewing  and  Tailoring,  Decorative 
Ware  (Tray  Painting),  Foods,  Furniture  Refinishing,  Flower 
Arrangement  and  Holiday  Decorations,  Knitting,  Rug  Braid¬ 
ing,  Pottery  and  Upholstery  under  the  State-aided  Vocational 
Education  plan.  Oil  Painting  Classes  are  in  progress  under 
Liberal  Arts. 

It  is  interesting  to  note  that  so  many  of  the  townspeople 
are  enjoying  and  profiting  by  our  school  facilities.

REPORT  OF  THE  HIGH  SCHOOL  PRINCIPAL 

In  this,  the  second  full  year  of  occupancy  in  the  new 

school,  I  feel  it  important  that  the  townspeople  learn  of  the 
improvement  in  subject  areas  made  possible  by  excellent  fa¬ 
cilities  and  by  an  expanding  faculty. 

First  of  all,  each  grade  from  seven  through  eleven  has 
four  sections.  A  sincere  attempt  is  made  to  place  young  people 
in  classes  according  to  their  academic  ability  and  classroom 
achievement.  These  groupings  provide  more  ideal  teaching  to 
small  classes  which,  hopefully,  will  include  Grade  12  next 
year.  The  program  is  flexible  in  that  students  who  perform 
well  in  one  section  are,  with  the  recommendation  of  teachers 
and  with  the  approval  of  parents,  moved  to  more  competitive 
classes. 

Secondly,  full-time  comprehensive  programs  are  well  un¬ 
derway  in  both  Homemaking  and  Industrial  Arts.  The  prac¬ 
tical  value  in  the  girls  learning  to  become  good  homemakers 
and  that  of  the  boys  being  taught  the  basic  skills  of  mechanics 
and  the  building  trades  is  immeasurable. 

Thirdly,  a  major  in  Art  permits  interested  and  talented 
students  to  develop  their  creative  abilities  more  intensively 
than  has  been  made  possible  before  this  year. 

In  closing,  may  I  sincerely  invite  each  of  you  to  visit  your 
school,  the  facilities,  personnel  and  students  of  which  you  can 
be  justly  proud.

Following  are  some  excerpts  from  the  Report  of  the 
Elementary  School  Principal : 

“For  the  first  time  in  twelve  years  the  enrollment  of 
children  in  grades  kindergarten  through  sixth  grade 
decreased.  This,  of  course,  was  a  direct  result  of  the  opening  of 
the  Holy  Trinity  School.  Fifty-three  children  previously  en¬ 
rolled  at  the  Harwich  Elementary  School  were  registered  at 
the  parochial  school  in  September.  As  an  indirect  result  of 
this  enrollment  decrease  the  five  first  grade  classes  of  1964-65 
were  reduced  to  four  second  grades. 

We  were  very  pleased  to  welcome  Mr.  James  Williston, 
speech  therapist  to  our  staff.  After  the  retirement  of  Miss 
Emily  Wall,  our  speech  program  went  into  limbo  for  a  year.” 

•  •  • 

“Mr.  John  E.  Filler  has  been  employed  by  both  Chatham 
and  Harwich  as  the  school  adjustment  counselor.  He  divides 
his  time  evenly  between  the  two  towns.  Mr.  Filler  counsels 
those  children  who  have  difficulty  adjusting  to  the  school 
situation. 

The  former  position  of  elementary  school  supervisor  has 
been  expanded  to  include  some  guidance  and  testing  responsi¬ 
bilities  as  well  as  classroom  supervision  and  improvement  of 
instruction.  The  new  position  of  curriculum  coordinator  has 
been  filled  by  Mr.  Charles  H.  Saben,  who  has  held  a  similar 
position  in  Hanover,  N.H.”  . . . 

“Each  year  the  school  calendar  is  filled  with  activities  be¬ 
yond  the  confines  of  the  curriculum  such  as  field  trips  to  study 
the  operation  of  several  community  agencies,  the  utilization 
of  the  exhibits  offered  by  the  Cape  Cod  Museum  of  Natural 
History,  the  Rinehart  Handwriting  instruction  and  super¬ 
vision,  the  Massachusetts  Audubon  Science  classes,  library 
classes  for  grade  six  at  the  Brooks  Library,  the  presentation 
of  major  assembly  programs  several  times  each  year,  the 
school  savings  program,  as  well  as  others. 

The  all  school  science  fair  presented  every  two  years  was 
an  apparent  success.  Each  year’s  program  shows  that  the 
children  are  becoming  more  and  more  sophisticated  in  their 
technical  understandings  and  in  the  detail  of  their  presenta¬ 
tions.”  . . . 

“I  wish  to  express  my  appreciation  to  all  those  people 
who  have  helped  to  improve  the  education  of  the  children  of 
Harwich.” 


DONALD  C.  NESMITH 
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REPORT  OF  DIRECTOR  OF  GUIDANCE 

My  duties  as  Director  of  Guidance  for  the  Town  of 
Harwich  began  on  February  1,  1965.  Because  the  scope  of  a 
guidance  program  is  so  varied  and  inclusive,  it  is  difficult  to 
outline  specific  duties  or  accomplishments  within  this  frame 
work. 

There  are  however,  some  areas  of  service,  both  to  the 
student  and  to  the  community  which  are  of  major  importance 
and  should  be  noted  in  this  report.  These  areas  of  service,  of 
course,  are  all  used  in  support  of  the  core  program  of  guidance, 
which  is  to  provide  individual  counseling  service  for  each 
student  within  the  Junior-Senior  High  School. 

The  following  is  a  list  of  services  provided  within  the 
Harwich  School  Systems : 

1.  The  establishment  of  a  part  and  full  time  placement 
service  for  our  students.  Harwich  alumni  are  also  welcome  to 
this  service  and  some  have  already  taken  part  in  this  counsel¬ 
ing  and  placement  service. 

2.  The  development  of  a  program  to  ease  the  transition 
between  the  Intermediate  School  and  the  Junior  High. 

This  program  includes : 

1.  An  orientation  assembly  for  sixth  graders. 

2.  Counseling  interview  for  sixth  graders. 

3.  Parent  assemblies  —  The  first  one  was  held  on  Dec.  2, 
1965. 

3.  A  follow  up  study  of  our  graduating  classes  to  de¬ 
termine  whether  or  not  our  high  school  curriculum  is  ade¬ 
quately  preparing  our  students  for  college  competition.  I  might 
add  that  all  reports  are  in  and  it  appears  that  most  of  our 
graduates  are  doing  good  work  in  their  respective  colleges. 

4.  A  program  of  testing  and  counseling  by  representatives 
of  the  Armed  Forces.  In  this  manner  our  students  are  able 
to  learn  of  the  various  schools  available  to  them  in  the  service 
and  they  also  receive  definite  information  as  to  their  service 
responsibility. 

5.  A  State  Employment  test  and  counseling  service  for  our 
senior  students  who  are  about  to  enter  the  labor  market. 

6.  Planned  assembly  and  interview  programs  whereby 
our  students  are  able  to  meet  with  various  college,  business 
and  technical  school  representatives  in  groups  and  individually. 

7.  Planned  field  trip  so  that  our  students  may  get  first 
hand  information  about  schools  and  occupations. 
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8.  The  participation  of  the  Guidance  Director  in  a  case 
conference  type  program  which  includes  all  of  the  various 
social  service  and  health  agencies  on  the  Cape.  These  are  all 
agencies  which  we  have  used  for  student  referrals  and  are 
most  important. 

FREDERICK  F.  DUNFORD 

REPORT  OF  ELEMENTARY  SUPERVISOR 
AND  CURRICULUM  COORDINATOR  GRADES  K-8 

During  my  brief  tenure  in  Harwich  I  have  found  a  most 
favorable  teaching-learning  atmosphere  in  both  our  elementary 
and  junior  high  schools.  A  major  significant  achievement  has 
been  a  complete  and  comprehensive  curriculum  revision.  This 
is  the  result  of  many  long  hours  of  research  and  evaluation 
by  our  teaching  and  administrative  staffs  during  the  past 
two  years.  It  has  resulted  in  an  updated,  modern  and  forward 
looking  education  for  our  children.  We  must  now  work  toward 
a  full  and  effective  implementation  of  this  curriculum. 

Successful  teaching  still  rests  with  the  human  factors  — 
a  motivated  learner  and  an  inspired  teacher.  The  disciplines 
can  only  be  meaningfully  taught  if  the  learner  is 
motivated.  Motivation  is  the  result  of  method.  Within  the 
framework  of  our  revised  curriculum,  I  am  working  closely 
with  teachers  in  the  area  of  methods  and  materials.  Although 
we  feel  that  we  are  maintaining  a  high  standard  of  instruction, 
we  must  be  open  minded  and  willing  to  explore  new  and  varied 
methods  —  methods  which  will  make  the  disciplines  live  in  a 
creative,  imaginative  and  dynamic  learning  environment. 

At  the  present  time  we  are  studying  the  possible  use  of 
the  following  techniques  and  approaches  in  particular  learn¬ 
ing  areas :  team  learning  (not  to  be  confused  with  team  teach¬ 
ing),  programed  instruction,  group  dynamics  as  it  relates  to 
creativity  in  all  subject  matter  areas,  and  various  other  tech¬ 
niques  of  differentiated  instruction. 

Our  elementary  school  testing  program  enables  us  to 
evaluate  carefully  our  children  in  terms  of  capacity  and 
achievement.  Testing  is  one  of  many  tools  which  the  teacher 
uses  to  help  serve  the  differentiated  needs  of  the  child  and  the 
planning  of  instruction  to  meet  these  needs. 

Interacting  communication  between  teachers,  administra¬ 
tors,  parents  and  pupils  is  most  necessary  if  our  schools  are 
to  represent  the  true  democratic  ideal.  Mr.  Nesmith  and  I  are  at¬ 
tempting  to  promote  and  maintain  an  effective  public  relations 
program.  This  year  we  are  issuing  periodic  news  letters  per¬ 
taining  to  the  school  and  its  curriculum.  This  is  a  new  venture 
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and  we  will  continue  to  do  our  very  best  to  improve  its  effect¬ 
iveness. 

As  curriculum  coordinator  I  am  concerned  with  the  im¬ 
plementation  of  an  elementary  school  guidance  program.  Guid¬ 
ance  at  the  elementary  school  level  is  primarily  concerned 
with  personal  and  academic  adjustment  of  pupils  to  the  learn¬ 
ing  situation  and  group  membership.  Children  have  different 
levels  of  ability,  learn  at  different  rates  and  in  different  ways. 
Children,  like  adults,  experience  failure  as  well  as  success, 
anxiety,  frustrations  and  problems.  Through  guidance  tech¬ 
niques  we  must  help  children  to  understand  themselves  and 
cope  with  the  pressures  of  a  fast  moving,  complex,  technologi¬ 
cal  society. 

Lastly,  the  Harwich  Elementary  and  Junior  High  Schools 
are  attempting  to  alleviate  and  hopefully  eliminate  a  serious 
educational  problem  common  to  public  education.  This  is  the 
“break”  or  “gap”  between  6th  grade  and  junior  high.  In  con¬ 
junction  with  the  Junior-Senior  high  school  guidance  depart¬ 
ment  a  program  is  being  developed  for  establishing  an  effec¬ 
tive  instructional  transition  and  liaison  between  elementary 
and  junior  high  school. 

In  closing  this  report  I  would  like  to  say  that  working  in 
the  Harwich  schools  has  been  a  pleasant  and  challenging  ex¬ 
perience.  The  assistance  and  cooperation  extended  me  by  Mr. 
Nesmith  has  been  most  helpful  and  sincerely  appreciated.

MUSIC  REPORTS 

1.  Report  of  the  Director  of  Secondary  Instrumental  Music: 

This  year  we  have  attempted  to  find  a  solution  to  our 
scheduling  problem  and  as  yet  have  not  come  up  with  any 
marked  improvement.  The  acceleration  of  classes  and  the 
added  courses  take  its  toll  of  promising  instrumentalists 
yearly.  It  is  difficult  to  schedule  a  time  when  all  students  in 
the  upper  six  grades  will  be  free  to  participate  in  the  music 
program.  Yet  this  is  the  dilemma  of  the  small  school.  A  student 
who  cannot  participate  in  the  music  program  because  of  aca¬ 
demic  pressures  is  getting  less  than  the  best  in  education. 

The  band  had  a  full  schedule  this  year  with  appearances 
at  Class  Day  exercises,  Public  Speaking  Contest,  Armed 
Forces  Day  at  Otis,  two  Memorial  Day  parades,  Santa  parade, 
Fourth  of  July  parade,  and  an  appearance  at  Fenway  Park 
with  other  bands  during  Cape  Cod  Day. 

Our  orchestra  once  again  achieved  an  honorable  mention 
in  festival  competition  at  Foxboro.  We  also  played  for  our 
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area  School  Committee  meeting  in  Chatham,  the  annual 
Speech  Contest,  Baccalaureate,  and  Graduation.  Both  the 
band  and  the  orchestra  played  for  various  school  assemblies. 

Our  Festival  program  took  selected  students  to  Foxboro, 
Nashua,  N.H.,  Weymouth,  and  right  here  in  Harwich  for  the 
Cape  Cod  Festival.  This  year  we  already  have  two  students 
who  have  passed  auditions  for  participation  in  the  concert 
festival  at  Hingham.

2.  Report  of  Director  of  Elementary  Instrumental  Music: 


Note:  This  is  Mr.  Griffiths’  last  report.  He  began  his  eleven 
years  of  service  to  Chatham  and  Harwich  children  in  1955. 
Over  the  years  he  has  given  patient,  skillful  instruction  to 
hundreds  of  our  youth.  He  has  left  his  mark  in  the  schools.  We 
publicly  express  our  appreciation  to  him.  J.M. 

Our  Elementary  Instrumental  Music  program  is  holding 
the  line,  despite  increasing  competition  for  time  in  the 
pupils’  school  day.  Continuing  extension  of  departmentaliza¬ 
tion  into  the  grades  is  the  cause  of  our  only  present  problem. 

Instrumental  music  is  a  technical  skill  which  cannot  be 
well  acquired  without  adequate  time  in  class  and  in  practice, 
and  some  students  need  more  time  than  others.  This  creates  a 
situation  where  only  the  more  talented  pupils  succeed,  while 
preventing  many  who  are  “slow”  in  other  study  areas  from 
even  making  the  attempt.  The  net  result  is  fewer  student 
players. 

However,  teachers  and  administrators  are  as  co-operative 
as  possible,  and  my  years  here  have  been  most  happy.  My 
pride  in  the  accomplishments  of  our  fine  young  people  —  and 
their  parents  —  culminated  in  our  last  Spring  Concert,  which 
I  look  back  upon  with  great  satisfaction.  And  so,  I  have  done 
what  I  came  here  to  do. 

SAMUEL  GRIFFITHS 

8.  Report  of  Supervisor  of  Vocal  Music  Junior-Senior  High 
School : 

In  the  new  Jr. -Sr.  High  School  with  the  beautiful  music 
room,  it  has  been  much  more  conducive  to  producing  the  kind 
of  music  we  like  to  hear  and  live  with. 
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The  various  Junior  High  classes  have  really  put  forth  the 
effort  to  turn  out  some  good  three-part  music  found  in  our 
‘‘Singing  Juniors.”  The  eighth  grades  are  enjoying  and  learn¬ 
ing  more  elaborate  3-part  arrangements  and  in  some  classes — 
4  part  music. 

The  Girls’  Glee  Club  and  High  School  Chorus  realize  that 
song  is  the  most  natural  form  of  music.  Issuing  from  within 
the  body,  it  is  projected  by  means  of  the  most  personal  of 
all  instruments  —  the  human  voice.  From  time  immemorial, 
singing  has  been  the  most  widespread  and  spontaneous  way  of 
making  music. 

With  this  in  mind,  an  exceptionally  fine  chorus  was  pro¬ 
duced  for  graduation  and  had  many  participants  meet  the 
requirements  of  audition  for  taking  part  in  the  All  Cape  Fes¬ 
tival,  The  Southeast  District  Festival  and  the  All  New  Eng¬ 
land  Festival.

4.  Report  of  Supervisor  of  Elementary  Vocal  Music  (Grades 
K-6) : 

The  main  topic  of  interest  in  elementary  vocal  music  is 
the  greatly  improved  schedule  this  year  due  to  adding  a  day 
to  the  existing  two.  This  has  eliminated  extra  traveling  be¬ 
tween  the  two  schools,  Elementary  and  Intermediate,  gives 
the  5th  and  6th  grades  a  little  more  time  and  makes  a  place  for 
the  three  kindergartens  for  it  is  here  that  ear  training, 
rhythm  participation,  voice  placing  and  the  rudiments  of 
technique  begin.  These  are  carried  on  through  the  grades  and 
last  year  in  June  culminated  in  a  program  at  the  Awards 
Assembly  when  the  6th  grade  chorus  sang  in  unison,  2-part 
and  3-part  harmony. 

The  first  grades  —  and  their  teachers  —  are  enjoying 
new  books  —  the  first  in  a  long  time.  So  now,  when  a  new  song 
is  introduced,  we  are  not  greeted  by,  “I  know  that  song!  My 
sister  (brother  or  friend.)  taught  me !”  However,  it  is  delightful 
to  know  that  our  classroom  music  is  carrying  over  to  the  out¬ 
side.

REPORT  OF  THE  ELEMENTARY  ART  SUPERVISOR 

In  September  with  the  addition  of  a  new  art  supervisor 
for  grades  seven-twelve,  the  elementary  art  program  was 
enabled  to  expand  its  schedule.  Each  child  in  kindergarten 
through  grade  six  now  has  art  once  each  week  instead  of  every 
two  weeks. 

This  past  year  to  further  improve  the  elementary  art  fa¬ 
cilities  and  program  the  following  have  been  accomplished: 

1.  Introduction  of  art  appreciation  to  grades  five  and  six. 

2.  Introduction  of  such  new  materials  as  3M  printing, 
Paris  Craft,  wringer  press,  “Artist  Jr.”. 

3.  Field  trips  to  Cape  museums  for  intermediate  grades. 

As  I  was  art  supervisor  for  all  the  grades  through  June 
of  this  year,  I  will  include  the  junior-senior  high  work  briefly 
in  this  report. 

There  were  many  opportunities  for  our  young  people  to 
exhibit  their  art  in  the  community.  On  exhibition  night  at  the 
high  school  last  June,  art  students  demonstrated  various 
phases  of  art  work.  Junior-senior  high  work  was  exhibited  in 
Brooks  Library  during  the  summer,  and  last  February  Har¬ 
wich  High  School  was  represented  in  the  highly  selective 
Scholastic  Art  Awards  Exhibition  at  Boston  University. 

During  National  Art  Week  last  November  a  sampling  of 
elementary  art  was  displayed  in  Harwich  Center.  Christmas 
paintings  by  grade  three  were  exhibited  in  Brooks  Library 
over  the  holidays. 

Two  successful  community  projects  last  spring  were  the 
Conservation  posters  by  grades  four,  five  and  six  and  the 
Harwich  Garden  Club  posters  designed  by  the  high  school  art 
classes. 

I  appreciate  the  sincere  interest  and  cooperation  which 
the  townspeople,  the  superintendent,  the  principals,  and  my 
colleagues  have  extended  toward  the  art  program. 

BARBARA  A.  ELLIOTT 
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REPORT  OF  SECONDARY  SCHOOL  ART  SUPERVISOR 

The  Junior  High  School  seventh  grade  students  have  been 
concentrating  on  drawing,  both  action  and  still  poses  in  contour 
method  from  live  models.  They  have  also  studied  basic  block 
lettering  and  its  application  to  general  school  needs.  They  have 
been  learning  techniques  of  pen,  brush  and  ink  and  water 
color  combined.  They  are  at  present  exploring  the  basic  tenets 
of  print  making. 

The  eighth  graders  have  been  designing  commercial  cov¬ 
ers  and  exploring  the  application  of  lettering  to  them.  They 
have  done  work  in  crayon  resist,  ink  drawing  on  moist  paper 
and  collage.  They  also  have  been  reviewing  contour  drawing 
and  quick  action  poses  from  live  models. 

The  special  class  has  been  making  pottery  and  completed 
slab  sculpture  and  hand  built  coil  bowls  some  of  which  are 
quite  handsome.  At  present  metal  enameling  is  in  progress  and 
our  next  step  is  to  create  sculpture  from  plastic  bottles  and 
odd  scrap  materials  to  test  ingenuity  and  creativity. 

The  Senior  High  School  art  program  is  planned  to  serve 
classes  containing  both  beginning  and  advanced  students  —  in 
mixed  classes.  The  first  area  studied  is  design  and  the  basic 
theory  of  color.  Whenever  possible  the  problem  is  pursued  to 
the  point  of  practical  application  in  a  finished  object  of  prac¬ 
tical  value.  When  studying  primitive  African  art  the  students 
designed  African  masks  and  idols  and  then  actually  made  them 
of  clay  and  fired  them  and  others  have  carved  sculpture  and 
masks  from  wood  and  finished  them  quite  professionally. 

Experimentation  in  glass  fusion  has  managed  to  produce 
some  interesting  objects.  Glass  fusion  and  laminations  have 
led  to  a  project  of  Christmas  decorations  and  actual  windows 
made  from  fused  stained  glass. 

Stage  and  window  design  and  display  is  also  being  cover¬ 
ed.  The  crafts  —  enameling,  silk  screening,  metal  jewelry 
making,  and  weaving  are  to  be  covered  shortly.  The  area  of 
designing  and  printing  block  prints  is  now  in  progress. 

In  the  remainder  of  the  year  painting  in  transparent,  and 
opaque  water  color,  oil,  casein,  and  acrylic  media  will  be 
studied. 

Drawing  in  both  contour  and  light  and  shade  is  a  basic 
part  of  the  art  program  and  much  time  will  be  spent  on  it. 
We  will  use  charcoal,  conte,  pencil,  crayon,  pen,  brush,  ink, 
felt  pen  and  color  in  this  field. 

Sculpture  in  clay  and  wood  has  already  been  in  progress 
and  plaster  and  stone  will  also  be  used  shortly. 
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Calligraphy  is  to  be  studied  and  applied  in  practical  means 
whenever  possible.  Field  trips  to  museums,  studios  and  exhi¬ 
bitions  are  a  part  of  a  study  of  past  and  present  art,  artists 
and  cultures.  We  have  already  visited  the  Chrysler  Museum 
and  plan  to  visit  the  Boston  Museum  of  Fine  Arts  and  the 
Fogg  Museum  at  Harvard  University. 

We  plan  to  show  our  work  wherever  and  whenever  possible 
to  encourage  the  students  to  produce  and  gain  recognition  for 
their  labors.  We  have  already  had  one  display  for  the  Harwich 
Women’s  Club  and  plan  a  group  of  works  to  be  submitted  to  be 
juried  at  the  Scholastic  Art  Awards  Show  in  Boston.  We  will 
have  a  show  of  our  own  at  the  High  School  in  May. 

All  classes  will  be  given  a  broad  basic  background  in  as 
many  areas  as  possible  without  sacrificing  quality  in  education 
for  quantity.  Our  aim  is  to  develop  the  general  creative  abili¬ 
ties  of  all  students  and  appreciation  of  art  in  daily  living  based 
on  a  good  foundation  of  knowledge. 

There  is  so  much  to  cover  and  do  that  four  years  doesn’t 
seem  like  enough  time  to  do  all  we  wish  to  do,  but  with  all 
the  wonderful  cooperation  we  have  had  from  the  entire  ad¬ 
ministration,  and  particularly  Mr.  Abbott,  that  I  do  not  see 
how  we  can  possibly  fail.

REPORT  OF  CORRECTIVE  AND 
DEVELOPMENTAL  READING 

The  program  for  corrective  and  developmental  reading 
has  continued  to  expand  this  past  year.  The  diagnostic  testing 
for  both  oral  and  silent  reading  is  more  comprehensive  than  in 
previous  years,  enabling  us  to  define  more  clearly  the  strengths 
and  weaknesses  of  our  students’  reading.  Once  these  are 
recognized  a  variety  of  means  are  at  our  disposal  for  correcting 
errors  and  developing  strengths. 

Throughout  the  educational  field  we  are  reminded  con¬ 
stantly  of  individual  differences.  Not  all  of  us  learn  in  the 
same  way,  as  a  result  of  the  same  methods,  or  at  the  same 
rate.  It  is  up  to  the  teacher  to  find  the  system  which  best 
meets  the  individual  need  and  level  of  understanding.  It  is 
often  necessary  for  the  instructor  to  modify  the  system  to 
meet  these  needs.  In  a  few  cases  the  Gilligham  method  is 
used  “for  children  with  a  specific  reading  disability.”  For  most 
students  phonics  are  taught  or  reviewed  with  the  Phonovisual 
system.  This  is  followed  in  Grades  2  and  3  with  a  phonetic  pro¬ 
grammed  reading  series.  A  developmental  text-workbook  is 
part  of  the  course  for  all  Grade  2,  3,  4  and  6  students  in  this 
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program.  The  series  is  designed  to  review  phonics  and  teach 
word  analysis  skills  as  well  as  offer  material  for  pleasure  read¬ 
ing  and  comprehension. 

In  the  upper  grades  we  teach  phonetic  principles  where 
necessary,  review  the  basic  as  well  as  more  highly  refined  vo¬ 
cabulary  building  skills,  train  in  study  techniques,  listening 
skills,  reasoning  and  logical  thinking.  Some  time  for  all  these 
students  is  devoted  to  improving  their  reading  rate. 

Parents  are  aware  that  it  is  common  for  students,  es¬ 
pecially  those  in  the  upper  grades,  to  resist  being  selected  for 
specialized  help  in  an  area  such  as  reading.  However,  once  the 
student  can  be  persuaded  to  see  his  weaknesses  and  to  exert 
an  effort  with  individualized  help  he  quickly  senses  his  im¬ 
provement  and  thereafter  makes  rapid  gains.  Evaluative  pro¬ 
cedures  bear  out  this  estimate. 

There  is  a  definite  place  for  a  developmental  and  remedial 
reading  program  in  the  school  system.  We  feel  that  with  the 
fine  facilities  and  resources  available  this  need  is  being  met.

REPORT  OF  SCHOOL  ADJUSTMENT  COUNSELOR 

The  School  Adjustment  Counselor  offers  a  specialized 
service  to  children  in  Kindergarten  through  eighth  grade 
whose  scholastic  or  behavioral  difficulties  are  attributable  to 
emotional  causes.  This  service  provides  diagnostic  analysis, 
counseling,  consultation  with  parents  and  teachers,  and  refer¬ 
ral  to  other  appropriate  agencies.  The  Counselor  does  not  prac¬ 
tice  phycho  therapy. 

Since  my  appointment,  in  September,  I  have  worked  in¬ 
tensely  with  forty-one  children  and  families.  Of  these,  eight 
were  dismissed  from  regular  counseling  after  demonstrated 
improvement,  five  others  w^ere  recommended  for  more  special¬ 
ized  treatment.  Thirty-six  other  children  and  parents  were  en¬ 
gaged  in  short-term  counseling. 

Referrals  for  this  service  were  made  by  teachers,  school 
principals,  supervisors,  parents,  and  social  agencies.  Mis¬ 
conduct,  poor  school  achievement,  psychological  abnormality, 
and  family  disorder  were  the  most  frequent  reasons  for  re¬ 
ferral.

REPORT  OF  THE  SPEECH  THERAPIST 

The  first  two  weeks  of  school  were  spent  in  testing  and 
scheduling.  A  total  of  366  students  were  tested.  Included  in 
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this  number  were  all  second  and  eighth  grade  pupils  in  both 
towns.  The  remainder  of  this  number  were  pupils  referred  by 
teachers  or  other  staff  members.

Note:  In  the  speech  improvement  class  in  Harwich  the  child 
will  learn  to  recognize  and  correct  any  flagrant  speech  faults 
he  has.  Through  ear  and  eye  training  he  will  be  able  to  classi¬ 
fy  and  correct  twenty  different  defects. 

One  very  necessary  method  of  correction  is  “ear  training.” 
Here,  the  tape-recorder  is  used  to  help  the  child  to  discriminate 
between  distinct  and  poorly  spoken  words.  He  learns  to  ap¬ 
preciate  tone  quality,  breath  control,  and  the  correct  rate  to 
best  express  his  ideas.  He  hears  himself  speak,  and  learns  to 
criticize  his  own  speech  habits. 

Another  method  is  the  “visual”  one,  wherein  the  child 
sees  the  correct  way  to  use  his  speech  muscles  to  produce  the 
sound  called  for  in  the  words  he  is  saying.  He  sees  himself  in 
“action”  by  watching  himself  in  the  mirror  as  he  speaks.  He 
learns  to  correctly  evaluate  his  own  speech  along  with  that  of 
the  others  in  his  group. 

He  becomes  familiar  with  his  speech  muscles  —  their  lo¬ 
cation  in  his  body,  and  their  use  in  speaking.  He  gains  mastery 
over  them.  He  learns  the  relationship  of  good  posture  to  good 
speech.  He  gains  in  breath  control,  lip  elasticity,  tongue  agil¬ 
ity,  and  tone  placement.  He  learns  to  avoid  careless  enuncia- 
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tion,  “baby  talk,”  lisping,  lading,  or  any  of  the  poor  speech 
habits  he  may  have  acquired  through  aping  of  those  poor 
speakers  with  whom  he  has  come  in  contact. 

Speech  disorders  should  be  taken  care  of  at  as  early  an 
age  as  possible.  Waiting  increases  the  seriousness  of  many 
problems.  It  is  truly  sad  for  a  person  to  be  constantly 
“misunderstood”  because  of  his  poor  speech  habits !  —  J.M. 
(From  Miss  Wall’s  report  in  1961).
